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'Common business tradition' 
2 trustees rap ban 
on receiving gifts

An order barring Buffalo Grove village 


employes from receiving gifts and grat- 
uities has drawn criticism from two 
members of tho village board. 


Trustee Thomas Mahoney said he was 


"unsympathetic" with a policy prohibit- 
ing gifts of "nominal value" for village 
workers. Trustee Clarice Rcch joined 
Mahoney In his criticism of the adminis- 
trative order which was Issued by Vil- 
lage Mgr. Daniel Larson last week. 


In his directive, Larson forbids some 


130 village employes from taking gifts 
from developers, vendors and subcon- 
tractors who normally do business with 
tho village. 


Larson said last week the directive 


stemmed from concurrence by several 
village staff members and department 
heads that a no-gift policy would bo an 
example of the village staff's profes- 
sionalism. 


MAHONBY'S disagreement was out- 


lined In a two-page memo circulated 
among village trustees In which he

stated gift and gratuities are a "common 
and widespread business tradition" dur- 
ing tho holiday season. 


"To prescribe this completely Is in my 


opinion unnecessary and unwarranted," 
he sold In the memo. 


He said "small remembrances "will 


not corrupt an honest employe and would 
not "make him honest If any village pol- 
icy Is needed In this area." 


Village applies for post 
office, may have to wait 


Buffalo Grove officials, who have been 


trying for months to get a post office set 
up In (ho village, said It will probably 
take about flvo years to obtain a local 
post office. 


Village Clerk Vorna Clayton said Tues- 


day she Is submitting a formal request 
for a Buffalo Grove post office but said It 
"would be quite a long time" before 
postal officials approve the request. 
"That's why we wanted'to start now," 
she said. 


Officials have been Interested for somo 


lima In getting a post office branch lo- 
cated in tho village but have been told by 
postal officials tho village population Is 
too small. 


POSTAL OFFICIALS have said the vil- 


lage must grow to tho point whoro tho 
Wheeling Post Office would no longer bo 
able to carry the work load. 


Buffalo Grove residents can transact 


most postal business In two sub-stations 
located In tho Toad Stool gift shop In tho 
Buffalo Grove Mall and In Mark's 
Pharmacy In the Ranch Mart Shopping 
Center. 


Village official* say thoy are confident 


that expected population growth over the 


next several years will create a need for 
a separate postal facility in Buffalo 
Grove. 


Official projections are that as many 


as 55,000 residdents may live in the vil- 
lage by 1090. 


Larson said the post office idea may be 


Included in the town center study to be 
undertaken sometime next month. 


THE PROPOSED center, which would 


serve as a downtown area for Buffalo 
Grove, would be a prime location for a 
post office and would attract light in- 
dustry and other retail businesses, offi- 
cials have said. 


Tho village is currently looking at an 


80-acrc site north of Lake-Cook Road be- 
tween Buffalo Grove Road and 111. Rtc. 
83 as a location for the center. 


The $24,000 probe is being conducted 


by an Oak Brook consulting firm, Eco- 
nomics Research Associates. The study 
will explore economic and engineering 
possibilities for a downtown area there. 


Tho village will easily be able to ac- 


commodate Its own post office by the 
time tho town center is developed, Lar- 
son said. 
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He also suggested that a $15 limit be 


placed on the value of gifts that would be 
"acceptable." 


BEFORE THE directive, Larson said 


village workers were allowed to receive 
gifts of about $10 or less in accordance 
with regulations in the village employe 
manual. 


Most gift-giving has consisted of such 


items as liquor, free lunches and boxes 
of candy, he said. 


The regulation was also designed in 


part to relieve firms and individuals who 
do business with the village from feeling 
"obligated" to give gifts, he said. 


Larson said letters are being sent to 


persons and businesses Informing them 
of the new policy asking them instead to 
make a donation to a favorite charity on 
behalf of the village. 


MAHONEY'S MEMO further stated, 


"personally I think we ought to show 
more confidence In tho good judgement 
and integrity of our employes than to 


. adopt a policy such as that embodied In 


this order." ' 


Tuesday, Mahoney said he was aware 


gift-giving policies could -be abused and 
said there "may be some reason for it 
but there's no need in our situation." 


Discussion on tho order also sparked a 


brief exchange between trutecs James S. 
Shirley and Edward Osmon. Shirley was 
acting as president pro-tern in the ab- 
sence of Village Pros. Gary Armstrong. 


OSMON WHO supports Larson's order 


asked for an executive session on the 
matter and was cut off by Shirley while 
attempting to remark before the board 
on the issue. 


Shirley said he cut Osmon's remark 


short saying such discussion was delay- 
ing the meeting. "Everyone wanted to 
make speeches and I just tried to bring it 
to a halt," he said. 


Seconds later Osmon walked abruptly 


from the board room obviously upset 
with Shirley. He said, however, he was 
planning on leaving the meeting early 
and was preparing to leave anyway. 


He said he requested the executive ses- 


sion, which was not held, to discuss one 
facet of the order dealing with personnel, 
for which such sessions may be legally 
held. 


"I requested executive session for It 


because I didn't think open board was 
the place to discuss it," Osmon said 
Tuesday. 


Developer gets 
zone extension 
at Lake-Cook, 83 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board has 


granted a six-month zoning extension to 
a developer seeking to build a group of 
stores at what will be tho Intersection of 
111. Rtc. 83 and Lake-Cook Road. 


Tho extension, to run from June, when 


current zoning expires, to December 1075 
was allowed following the request of Sal- 
vatorc Santoro, an agent for the property 
owners. He said a zoning extension will 
be necessary If plans for the project are 
to move ahead. 


The 2.5 acres arc zoned for com- 


mercial use. A strip-type shopping center 
is planned for the property. 


Santoro originally asked the board for 


a five-year extension saying the uncer- 
tainty of the construction timetable for 
Lake-Cook road has left the developers 
unable to plan a building schedule. 


The widening of Lake-Cook through the 


village is to take a one-half acre chunk of 
the property and the development can 
not get under way until it is learned ex- 
actly where the road will be located, San- 
toro said. 


The board granted the Cook County 


Highway Dept. right-of-way for the Buf- 
falo Grove portion of the road project 
earlier this year. 


A liquor store and service station are 


among the retail outlets planned for the 
site. 


Santoro sold after appearing before the 


board the development may become 
jeopardized by the road project because 
potential merchants may not want to en- 
ter Into agreements not knowing when 
they could occupy their stores.

game. 


The tabletop hockey game, manu- 


factured by Aurora, is Mowed close' 
ly by Planet of the Apes, Evel Knie- 
vel and Batman dolls, which come 
complete with outfits and gear for 
their adventures.

Area store managers have tried 


to keep up with the demand for these 
items, but shoppers are buying faster 
than the toys can be supplied 


"The Brunswick Air Hockey game 


is the No. 1 game this year," said 
Jerry Rutherford, manager of Osco 
Drug Store, 122 N. Vail, Arlington 
Heights. "But they are almost as 
hard to get as hen's teeth." 


THE GAME, which retails for $50, 


Is described by its manufacturer as 
"the fastest game on air." It carries 
an electric motor which "pushes air 
through 1,000 holes so the puck can 
float and travel friction free." 


Rutherford said the store already 


sold about ISO air hockey games and 
more than 50 persons are on a wait- 
ing list for the next shipment. "I 
could sell a hundred of them if I had 
them," he said. 


People have come from Chicago 


and other suburbs to the Osco store 


in hopes of buying the game for their 
children. "When they discovered we 
had some, they just about kissed 
us," Rutherford said. "It's unbe- 
lievable." 


Sears, Roebuck and Co. at Wood- 


field Shopping Center, Schaumburg, 
reported that Evel Knievel sets and 
the air hockey game were the two 
best sellers at the store. Both items 
are currently out of stock. 


THE BIGGEST items at the Mont- 


gomery Ward and Co. in Randhurst 
Shopping Center, Mount Prospect, is 
the Evel Knievel doll, which can be 
purchased at most stores for under 
$10, said Jim Schumacher^ manager 
of the toy department. 


"It comes with the doll and stunt 


cycle. You shoot it off a ramp," he 
said. "This toy came out last year 
and it was popular then. We can't 
supply all the orders. We ran out of 
them a couple weeks ago." 


The air hockey game also is a pop- 


ular item at Ward's. "We sold about 
40 of those," Schumacher said. 


Air hockey games of all makes are 


popular this year, said John Grey, of 
customer relations at Toys 'R' Us, 
Inc., which has a store at 1111 E. 
Golf Rd., Schaumburg. 


The store has sold hundreds of 


them, Grey said, and the reordering 
is consistent. He added that the Evel 
Knievel line and Barbie's Townhouse 


by Mattel are other toys most sought 
after. 


"People buy because of all the ad- 


vertising on TV," Grey said. "There 
are values in these items. Air hockey 
is a craza It was what hula hoops 
were 10 years ago — faddish." 


The Toys 'R' Us store in Schaum- 


burg received a shipment of air 
hockey games Sunday, but they ara 
going fast, said Chuck Broeker, one 
of the workers who keep the toy 
shelves supplied. 


"We had 50 come in on Saturday 


and they were gone by Sunday," he 
said. 


OTHER TOYS people look for are 


'"G.I. Joe" 
dolls, which feature 


"kung-fu grip," ane Evel Knievel 
dolls. Board games also seem to be 
popular, Broeker said. 


"Women come in every day asking 


for "Perfection," he said. "We final- 
ly ordered four cases but they're 
gone now." 


"Monopoly," "Life" and "Sorry" 


games have become traditional dur- 
ing the years compared to the hun- 
dreds of games now 
available. 


"People are still buying those 
games," Broeker said. 


Managers say that the toys adver- 


tised on television are what children 
are asking for this Christmas. "Why 
do kids want these toys?" said one 
manager. "Because it's on TV." 


Parents comb stores to supply kids' demands 
Air hockey pucks ivill fly Christmas morn 
.. .even though the game costs $30 to 


The vision of air hockey games dance In children's heads as 


their parents comb frantically through area stores in search 
of the toy. 


Hundreds of the Brunswick Air Hockey games have been 


sold in toy, department and discount stores. Because of the 
great demand store clerks are having a hard time keeping a 
supply on the shelves. 


While parents cope with visions of inflation, the price of the 


hockey game is not stopping them from buying. Aurora, the 
manufacturer of the game, suggests a list price of $50, but 
many store arc selling for less than $30. 


Parents are buying the game because their children have 


asked for It. "Every year the presents get bigger and more 
expensive, but that's what they want," said one Palatine 
woman. 


SEVERAL PERSONS were interviewed Tuesday by the 


Herald at the Toys 'R' Us store in Schaumburg. The names 
will not be mentioned so their children will be surprised with 
an air hockey game on Christmas morning. 


"We are a hockey fajnily," said an Arlington Heights moth- 


er, "I have two boys, 10 and 11, who are playing hockey at 
school. 


"They're-past the toy stage and not ready for the clothes 


stage, so it seems appropriate to buy them the hockey 
game," she said. 


She added that her children enjoyed a manual hockey game 


they had and the new game would be "the thing they will 
enjoy the most." 


"Besides, It will save my floors from having them play the 


real thing." 


A MAN FROM Medinah said he first saw an air hockey 


game in a bar and thought it would make a good present for 
children. 


"It's a good way to get rid of frustrations," he said. "All 


they have to do Is smash it around a little." 


A woman, also from Medinah, was eyeing the toy as a gift 


for her 11-year old son. "My > son likes action games," she 
said. She added that the air hockey game is a good toy for 
children and adults. Its compact size would be easy to store, 
she added. 


An Itasca woman said she searched all over for the air 


hockey game and a commercial on TV brought her to look at 
Toys 'R1 Us. "It's for my nephew," she said. "He's just crazy 
about hockey. He plays hockey on a team." She took an order 
form for the game and walked away, shoving a shopping cart 
full of other toys. 


"Every year we buy a hockey game," said a Palatine wom- 


an. "Each year we buy a bigger one than what we had last 
year." The toy will be a Christmas gift for three of her six 
children. 


One parent from Palatine,had another motive for buying 


the toy for his children. "It'll keep them busy," he said, "and 
out of my hair."

A special primary and election to fill 


the Circuit Court clerk's post left vacant 
by the death of Matthew Danahcr may 
cost Cook County taxpayers as much as 
$2.4 million. 


The post was filled temporarily when 


Circuit Court judges met Tuesday and 
selected Morgan M. Finley of the Chi- 
cago Zoning Board of Appeals as interim 
clerk. 


County Clerk Stanley T. Kuspcr said 


the cost of a general election would be 
about $1.2 million, but a primary election 
would double the total In a year when 
county government Is facing a money 
crisis. 


Illinois statutes require the governor to 


schedule a special election if a court 
clerk dies or resigns with more than a 
year left in his term of office. Danahcr's 
term was to expire Dec. 1,1976. The law 
states the governor must call a special 
election "as soon as may be practicable" 
after receiving notice by registered mail 
of an Interim appointment. 


Kuspcr said the phrase "as soon as 


may bo practicable" might provide an 
"out" that would delay a special election 
and would save the election costs. 


BECAUSE STATE election law re- 


quires 90-day notification before o spe- 
cial election and an additional 15-day fil- 
ing period for candidates, scheduling of 
the election to coincide with Chicago's 
April 1 election Is impossible, a county 
official said. A primary election is ex- 
pected In April, with a countywlde spe- 
cial election two months later.

ized to fill the clerk's post, Judge Daniel 
Covelli said Tuesday. CovclU aides dis- 
tributed biographies of Finley as Circuit 
Court judges filed Into Civic Center 
courtroom 2005 to vote on the appoint- 
ment.

Chicago Republicans, who still must 


fill out a slate for the rfty elections, of- 
fered little speculation about a candiate 
for the court clerk's post. Lola Flamm, 
who ran unsuccessfully against Kuspcr 
Nov. 5, has been mentioned as a possible 
candidate.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford may revive his request for an In- 
flallon-flghtlng 8 per cent Income tax 
surcharge early next year, Treasury Sec- 
retary William E. Simon said Tuesday. 


Simon also said the administration now 


believes unemployment wilt hit 7.5 per 
cent next year, but job programs and 
other actions should prevent It from going 
beyond that. The unemployment rate is 
currently 8.5 per cent. 


"Wo are fighting both Inflation and re- 


cession," Simon said. "But inflation is 
tho major factor in causing recession."

ered a dead Issue after Congress Ignored 
It during the current session and the 
White House stopped pushing it — would 
Impose a S per cent tax on that portion of 
Individual earnings above $7,500, $15,000 
for a family. The administration's theory

Oil refinery overcharges reported 


Government auditors have turned up apparent overcharges 


by oil refineries totaling $145.5 million that will for the most 
part bo returned to customers by price rollbacks, the Federal 
Energy Administration sold Tuesday. The FEA was not In- 
itially able to estimate what effect tho adjustments would have 
at tho consumer level.

The $2.7 billion foreign aid bill, which 


would permit President Ford to extend 
military aid to Turkey until Feb. 5, was 
approved by the Senate hi a 49 to 41 vote.' 
The House is expected to go along with 
the compromise and send the bill to the 
White House for President Ford's signa- 
ture. 


The Senate also approved and sent to 


the White House legislation which could 
pump up to $20 billion over the next 10 
years into programs designed to make 
the United States self-sufficient in ener- 
gy. The bill was approved 01 to 1 with 
Sen. Russell Long, D-La., casting the 
lone dissent. 


The bill spells out policies and prin- 


ciples for non-nuclear energy research, 
and assigns emphasis to energy con- 
servation. 


Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., called 


the legislation "a first step in ending the 
economic tyranny of the Arab oil cartel. 


President Ford, meanwhile, signed the 


Safe Drinking Water Act into law, saying 
it would'provide the protection needed 
for every American. 


Tho measure directs the Environmen- 


tal Protection agency to establish pro- 
grams to protect underground sources of 
drinking water, and creates a standby 
authority to allocate chlorine and other 
purification chemicals. 


President'Ford in attendance. 


The Senate, which has already ap- 


proved.the nomination, passed a resolu- 
tion permitting live television and radio 
coverage of the event, the first such cov- 
erage in its history. 


Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott 


said the Rockefeller hearings .were the 
highlight of this year's congressional ses- 
sion, adding: "The Congress was utterly 
appalled at the vista of generosity, which 
is unusual In Washington — to think that 
people would give something without ex- 
pecting something In return. I think 
that's a breath of fresh air."

After 24-year slumber: 
Fear Mauna Loa volcano is awakening 


VOLCANO, Hawaii (UPI) - Hundreds 


of earthquakes shook giant Mauna Loa 
mountain Tuesday indicating to scientists 
that the volcano might be awakening 
from a 24-year slumber Into a dangerous 
eruption. 


Officials at the Hawaii Volcanoes Ob- 


servatory said all of the elements of a 
/prospective eruption at the 13,677-foot 
mountain were present except for har- 
monic tremor, the underground move- 
ment of molten rock that usually pre- 
cedes eruptions. 


The average number of earthquakes at 


the mountain has soared from the usual 
60 per day to a 1,000-a-day average, I n - 
cluding some large quakes felt all over 
the big Island of Hawaii. 


A'nine-man observatory crew visited 


the peak of an emergency flight and 
found the mountain had swollen an ap- 
preciable amount since the last measure- 
ments in August. 


The Hawaiian Islands were spewed up 


from a 2,000 mile fault at the bottom of 
the 
Pacific 
In underwater volcanic 


cataclysms hundreds of thousands of 
years ago, and scientists believe Hawaii 
is still a land in the making, with Its 
active volcanoes, Kilauea and Mauna 
Loa. 


Kilauea has been in a state of off- 


again on-again eruption activity for 
years. Mauna Loa last erupted for 23 
days In June, 1950, producing tre- 
mendous amounts of lava. The main 
flows pushed their way down the south 
slopes of the mountain into the sea. 


Volcanoes In Hawaiian lore are consid- 


ered to be the home of the fire goddess 
Pele, and are the sources of many leg- 
ends In the Hawaiian culture. There are 
still those who believe that Pele can be 
seen just before an eruption, and that the 
fiery outburst Indicates the goddess Is 
angry. According to legend, the way to 


appease the goddess Is by throwing li- 
quor, preferably gin, into the firepit. 


The Kilauea outbursts are considered 


to present little danger to humans, with 
spectators flocking to Hawaii Volcanoes 
National Park to witness the fury. 


Scientists are wary this time. Staff Ge- 


ologist John Lockwood said, "Mauna Loa 
Is the most dangerous volcano in the Ha- 
waiian Islands." Several population cen- 
ters lie in the path of possible lava flow. 
'The town of Hilo, with a population of 
about 20,000, Is 25 miles down the slope. 


Dr. Donald 
Peterson, scientist 'in 


charge of the observatory, said Mauna 
Loa may well be building up to an erup- 
tion. 


"This represents a greater hazard thai: 


the Kilauea eruptions people are used 
to," Peterson said, "because we don't 
know what paths the lava would take. 
"We're extremely concerned."

The Buffalo Grove Village Board is considering raising fees 


for planning and zoning applications. 


Under Iho proposed changes, builders and developers would 


pay a $100 zoning application fee rather than the current $75. 


The proposal,also calls for an Increase from $50 to $100 fees 


pnld for examination of plat proposals by village staff mem- 
bers. 


William Balling, village administrative assistant, said the 


Increases arc being sought to offset rising administrative, 
clerical and material costs. 


Revisions have not been considered In the fee structures for 


the last several years and Balling said the current scale Is 
"inadequate" for the costs involved. 


The proposal was referred by the village board to the plan 


commission which Is expected to study the matter and con- 
duct a public hearing before returning a recommendation to 
the village board. 


Out-of-slate purchase tax 


The board voted to levy a tax on major out-of-statc pur- 


chases by Illinois residents. 


Similar taxes have already been approved In Mount Pros- 


pect, DCS Plaincs, Park Ridge and Nllcs. Under the ordi- 
nance, Buffalo Grove will share In a 1 per cent tax for items 
such as cars, trailers, boats and motorcycles purchased in 
other states. 


Address change oh Glendale 


The addresses of seven houses on Glendale Road will be 


changed to coincide with the village's street numbering sys- 
tem. 


The houses arc In the 400 block of Glendale, just cast of 


Haupp Boulevard, but arc currently numbered in the 200s. 
The numbers will be changed to the 400 sequence. 


The request originated with County Clerk Stanley Kuspcr 


who sold the number discrepancies were causing Irregula- 
rities In voting districts. 


Balling also said the changes'will speed up response times 


for emergency vehicles. In addition, postal and other deliv- 
eries will be "expected" by the changes and Inconveniences 
to guests trying to locate addresses will be eliminated.

SAM OUNN'AG, owner of tho Palatine 


Mobil Service Station at 7 N. Northwest 
Hwy., where the cars were repaired, said 


the wheel rims had been bent and a tire 
of both cars had been punctured. 


But tlw hole was no longer a hazard 


for motorists after Tuesday morning. 


Robert Miller, director of public works 


in Palatine, said the incident was report- 
ed to the Public Works Department. 
Crews filled tho hole with a temporary 
"cold patch" which could pop out of tho 
hole again if too much traffic passes 
over It," Miller said. 


Miller explained that a permanent as- 


phalt filling can't be put Into the hole 
until warmer weather. "The cold-patch 
filling normally pops out of tho hole 
when the hole expands from the cold 
weather, but it's the only thing that can 
fill it temporarily," Miller said. 


He said tho Public Works Dcpt. has

Trustee acts to put end to costly errors

Wheeling Trustee Donald 
Jackson, 


chairman of tho village finance com- 
mittee, has taken steps to prevent finan- 
cial errors that twice In (the last 16 
months have cost the village substantial 
sums of money. 


Jackson said he has directed Village 


Mgr. George Passolt to present a cash 
position report to the finance committee 
once a month. 


The action was spurred by an error by 


Passolt which cost the village about 
$10,000. The money was lost as a result 
of Passolt's failure to reinvest $145,000 in 
treasury notes after they expired In Au- 
gust 1973. 


"From the information received there 


was no way myself or anybody else could 
have been aware of what happened," 
Jackson said of the error. "I am request- 
ing a cash position report every month to 
prevent something like this from happen- 
ing again." 


JACKSON HAS asked that the report 


give the status of all cash in village 
checking accounts and all Investments. 
The report, he said, will keep the finance 
committee better informed and enable it 


to detect errors before the village loses 
substantial sums of mony. 


Tho $10,000 loss is based on the aver- 


age interest rate the village would have 
received had the funds been reinvested. 
The treasury notes matured without Pas- 
solt's knowledge and automatically were 
credited to a village checking account. 


The money remained in the checking 


account earning no interest for about 
nine months before being discovered and 
reinvested. Passolt said he assumes full 
responsibility for the error. 


THE UNINVESTED funds mark the 


second time since last year Wheeling has 
lost a substantial amount of money be- 
cause of an error by Passolt.

Wheeling OKs 
transit group 
membership 


Wheeling officials have agreed to join 


the North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 
trict. 


The move will cost about $5,000 at 


first, including a $1,630 subsidy to NOR- 
TRAN approved by village officials ear- 
lier this year. The subsidy is to help fi- 
nance bus service between the village 
and downtown Chicago. 


Of the remaining amount, $1,853 will go 


toward the administrative costs of NOR- 
TRAN and $1,414 will be used for plan- 
ning and to conduct a study of the vil- 
lage's current transportation system and 
future needs. 


NORTRAN is awaiting a decision from 


the Regional Transportation Authority on 
a possible subsidy which would substan- 
tially reduce the annual membership for 
municipalities in the transit district. If 
the RTA subsidy is approved, Wheeling 
would save the $1,853 in administrative 
costs each year. 


The village board took the action Mon- 


day night in response to a recommenda- 
tion by Thomas Markus, village adminis- 
trative assistant. The village attorney 
has been directed to prepare a resolution 
stating the village's Intention to enter 
into a contract with NORTRAN. 


WHEELING AND other Northwest 


suburban communities served by United 
Motor Coach Co. have been asked to sub- 
sidize'the company based on the amount 
of service in each community. NOR- 
TRAN officials have said the bus com- 
pany's operating' deficit is mounting and 
without subsidies will have to end ser- 
vice. United Motor Coach has two buses 
a day serving Wheeling. 


In another development Monday night, 


the village board approved the rental of 
a 19-passcnger bus on a one-month-trial 
basis at a cost of $550. .The bus will re- 
place the village's large bus which 
recently was sold. 


If village officials find the smaller, 


more economical bus satisfactory, Pas- 
solt said, it could be purchased for about 
$13,000.

amount of interest on $42,234 In federal

received late because Passolt failed 
to file the necessary forms with the fed- 
eral government.

official 


$243,000 more earmarked 
for sanitary district budget 


Metropolitan Sanitary District trustees 


agreed to add 1243,000 to the district's 
1075 budget Tuesday but promised tax- 
payers tho tax rate will be lower now 
than It was Dec. S when the original 
budget was approved. 


MSD officials met as the finance com- 


mittee to make tho budget changes, 
which Included: 


• Appropriating $18,000 for an outside 


Job evaluation of MSD employes whose 
salaries are negotiated with unions. 


• An additional $100,000 to distribute 


more of tho air-dried sludge-(Nu-Earth) 
tho MSD is giving to villages and Individ* 
uals. 


• An additional $18,000 for veterinary 


service, and feed for the buffalo and tho 
livestock tho MSD Is using to research 
tho effects of sludge on cattle feed ID 
Fulton County. 


OTHER CHANGES came as the MSD 


adjusted salaries of Individuals who have 
been assigned to different Jobs, and ap- 
plied a prevailing rate increase to the 
paychecks of electrical workers. 


The additions to tho district's $401 mil- 


lion budget won't mean a tax increase 
because tho district now expects to re- 
ceive additional money In back taxes and 
to transfer somo grant money from a 
bond fund, MSD management control of- 
ficer William J. Coyne said. 
Lottery 
bill clears 
Senate panel 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The Senate 


Judiciary Committee cleared legislation 
Tuesday to permit 13 states to continue 
operating lotteries without fear of federal 
reprisals. 


The legislation, similar to a bill before 


the House, Is designed to amend the U.S. 
Code lo permit transportation, mailing, 
and broadcasting of advertising, infor- 
mation and other materials concerning 
state-approved lotteries. 


Tho legislation Is aimed at providing 


continued federal protection to states 
having no lotteries and at exempting the 
states having lotteries from certain pro- 
visions currently In U.S. law. 


STATES CURRENTLY operating lot- 


teries, used primarily to raise revenue, 
are Connecticut, Delaware, Illinois, Mary- 
land, Main, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Now Hampshire, Now Jersey, New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Rhode Island. 


"These legal state-run lotteries have 


had to operate within the context of the 
threat of enforcement of federal prohibi- 
tions denying them the use, even within 
their own borders, of modern commu- 
nications and mails," a Judiciary Com- 
mittee report on tho legislation sold. 


Tho report noted that U.S. Atty. Gen. 


William 0. Saxbo, who had threatened 
federal action against state-run lotteries 
because of their violations of federal law, 
supported tho bill.

"However," Saxbo said, "the depart- 


ment does not object to this prohibition 
of Interstate lottery transactions."

Senior citizens 
merit attention 
Questions for school board 


There's been promising news 


this month — in fact, 1074 has been 
full of promising news — for the 
senior citizens of the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Last week The Horald reported 


that a "hot line," similar to those 
offered to young persons, has been 
opened in Wheeling Township for 
senior citizens. 


The "Phono Assure" program 


will offer senior citizens a listening 
service if they need medical assis- 
tance, questions answered or "just 
someone to talk to," said Mary 
Young, one of the coordinators in 
the center, which is supported by 
revenue-sharing funds. 


Meanwhile, in Mount Prospect 


part-time employment is going to 
be offered to senior citizens by vil- 
lage government. According to Vil- 
lage Mgr. Robert Eppley, the vil- 
lage recognizes it can use the abili- 
ties of senior citizens. 


These projects join a long list of 


senior-citizen projects developed in 
1074. Reduced prices for village 
services, meals for homebound se- 
nior citizens and a variety of other 
programs have been used this 
year. Day care for senior citizens 
has been suggested, but it has yet 
to be developed Into a full-scale 
program. 


It would bo folly, however, for us 


to look upon these programs as the 
complete answer for the day-to-day 
problems which rest on the shoul- 


ders of our elderly. 


When considering the senior citi- 


zens of the Northwest suburbs, or 
elsewhere, for that matter, we 
must forget the specious nonsense 
that they are worthless and used- 
up persons simply because they're 
older than 65 years of age. 


Senior citizens, like those of us 


who arc younger, may or may not 
be vigorous, alert and intelligent. 
If we accept the richness and the 
diversity of senior citizens, and If 
we can accept the fact we've ig- 
nored their needs in the past, then 
perhaps we can begin to respond to 
some of their needs. 


It's criminal, especially during 


the Christmas season, to forget or 
neglect any person around us, and 
it is especially negligent, each day 
of the year, to ignore the kind of 
neglect we've awarded to our fa- 
thers and mothers. 


We're pleased with the progress 


made towards encouraging the el- 
derly of the Northwest suburbs to 
enjoy the kind of services and 
benefits which the rest of us take 
for granted. 


But we're angered at the still all- 


too-popular acceptance of the idea 
that the elderly must be consigned 
to the oblivion of faceless rooms, 
with only loneliness as a compan- 
ion. The elderly are our own blood, 
and our own kin, and for this rea- 
son alone they must not be ignored 
by us. 


A great man is gone 


Walter Llppmann was a political 


thinker and a philosopher before he 
was n journalist. There was little In 
his voluminous and well-ordered 
life's work which reflected the 
hastiness of a newspaper's need to 
catalogue, here and now, the day's 
events. 


Yet Mr. Llppmann, who died Sat- 


urday In New York at the age of 85, 
revolutionized journalism through 
half a century of writing — and his 
mark is forever left on the news- 
papers which mourn his death. 


To the millions who read Mr. 


Llppmann's "Today and Tomor- 
row" columns from the 1030s 
through the 1060s, ho was this na- 
tion's greatest columnist. His writ- 
ing, marked by lucidity and pre- 
cision, set the stylo for the Rcstons 
and the Alsops who would follow 
him. 


He was viewed by many as a lib- 


eral, but his philosophy of politics 
and government defied the limits 
of conventional liberalism, for he 
was often a sharp — and always 
articulate — critic of FDR, Tru- 
man and Kennedy. His foes called 
him inconsistent, while two histo- 
rians called him "perhaps the most 
important American political think- 
er of the 20th Century." 


In 1065, Mr. Lippmann soberly 


and thoughtfully criticized the folly 
of American participation in the 
Vietnam War. His writings helped 
ignite a beacon for public opinion; 
later, the American public would 


condemn the war as a tragic mis- 
take. 


Some called him the dean of 


American newspapermen. He be- 
gan in 1011 as a brilliant socialist, 
worked for a host of newspapers, 
including the New York World and 
the New York Herald -Tribune, and 
was read and believed by millions 
of Americans. (A Thurber cartoon 
from the Thirties shows a woman 
newspaper reader telling her hus- 
band, "Lippmann scares me this 
morning.") 


For newspaper readers and jour- 


nalists alike, the impact of Mr. 
Llppmann's high standards of writ- 
ing and thinking are etched forever 
upon the pages of America's news- 
papers. He will not be forgotten by 
those of us who read his works and 
respected his view of the world. 


I have some questions for the Elk 


Grove Township Dlst. 59 board of educa- 
tion. 


Why did they discharge Ervitl? Why. 


did they do so in closed session? Why do 
they refuse to answer the questions of 
your reporters? Why are they throwing 
away $43,000 of our tax money? Why are 
they denying their constituents the right 
to a full explanation? 


If they are acting in good faith, then 


what do they have to hide? It would 
seem that the high taxes we pay gives 
them the affluence to act irresponsibly. 


As was apparent your reporters made 


an attempt to learn these facts but were 
met with political rhetoric of the stan- 
dard "no comment." I thank you on my 
behalf for,making your usual fine at- 
tempt to bring us the news. I'm hopeful 
you will be successful in your follow up 
or recall this incident at election time. 
Maybe the follow-up should be printed 
the day before that election.

Recent articles pointed out that the vil- 


lage manager lost approximately $10,000 
by not reinvesting certain funds. Al- 
though the second article did mention my 
comment that I wish you would report 
where the village manager has helped to. 
save the village money, the amounts, 
which were well in excess of the loss of 
interest, were not mentioned. 


Two recent Items were the rejection of 


bids for the temporary exit from Mead- 
owbrook and the municipal parking lot. 
Bids received for the .temporary. Mead- 
owbrook exit were approximately $94,000. 
Rather than merely accepting these bids, 
we again explored all other possibilities 
and were successful in negotiating anoth- 
er location for the temporary exit and all 
indications are that the total cost of the 
new exit will be approximately $15,000- 
$20,000, for a savings in excess of $70,000. 
On the municipal parking lot, bids were 


also rejected, plans were revised and it 
is anticipated that this will result in sav- 
ings of approximately $15,000 to the vil- 
lage. 


I recognize that as the village treas- 


urer at the time, I must and I do accept 
full responsibility for not reinvesting 
these funds on a timely basis and I have 
taken steps to prevent a reoccurrence. I 
have no quarrel with your reporting this 
matter. On the other hand, I must ex- 
press my wishes that you would adopt a 
policy of reporting good news, such as 
the savings on the temporary road and 
the municipal parking lot, with' equal fer- 
vor in the headlines. It seems to me that 
your readers are entitled to read about 
the good news as well as the bad.

Rockefeller's last chance for a big splash 


by CLAY F. RICHARDS 


Nelson A. Rockefeller may end up 


being the strongest vice president In 
American history, if President Ford lets 
him. 


The 66-year-old former Now York gov- 


ernor who was confirmed by the Senate 
last week and is expected to receive sim- 
ilar approval in tho House this week, has 
been running for the presidency for near- 
ly two decades. 


Denied nomuwtlon by his party, large- 


ly because he was a llbcra\ Republican, 
Rockefeller now faces his best, and prob- 


ably last, opportunity to make his mark. 


And In his own words'; "these are criti- 


cal times, perhaps tho most critical in 
the history of our democracy. Never was 
there a greater need for leadership and 
creative programs to solve the problems 
of the American people." 


Ford has said he wants Rockefeller as 


a "full working partner" specializing in 
domestic programs — meaning the trou- 
bled American economy. 


Rockefeller comes to the vice presiden- 


cy at a time when Ford is under attack 
by Congress for lack of a strong program, 
to get the economy moving, and may' 


well look to Rockefeller for "creative 
programs" to get the country out of the 
recession and to trim Inflation. 


If he does, Rockefeller probably has 


the program. 


During his Senate confirmation hear- 


ings, Rockefeller was asked how much 
he and his family contributed to his four 
gubernatorial 
and three 
presidential 


campaigns. 


At first he said the figure was around 


$17 million, but then he said "candidly 
speaking" He had to add another $5 mil- 
lion for the commissions and studies he 
ordered to form the policies on which he 


ran for president and ran the govern- 
ment of New York State. 


The latest of these — and its financing 


is probably not included In the $22 mil- 
lion figure — is Rockefeller's Commis- 
sion on Critical Choices for America. It 
is funded with a $2 million gift of the 
Rockefeller family.. 


The commission has brought together 


some of the best minds from American 
academic life and the leaders of Con- 
gress. One of their principal focuses has 
been on the world's economy. . 


Thus even before.he was nominated as 


vice president, Rockefeller was working 


on a program for the American econo- 
my, and it will probably be passed on to 
the White House the first of the year. 


The second'part of the formula is that 


Rockefeller not only has the program for 
the economy, he is a forceful individual, 
with the power of persuasion to get his 
Ideas implemented. 


Rockefeller brings, to the Vice Presi- 


dency a staff groomed for the presidency 
over his long years of running for that 
post, and a "take charge" attitude. The 
only question is whether President Ford 
will let him take charge. (UPI) 
.

The Vietnam veterans who make up 


(ho Harper College Vets Club will tell 
you they aren't taking over the school. 


The only problem is the evidence 


doesn't bear them out. 


There are five members of the Veto 


Club on the college's student senate, In- 
cluding former Vietnam POW John 
Young and Harry Hofherr, student sen- 
ate president. 


In addition, most observers agree that 


the Vets Club Is one of the largest Identi- 
fiable groups on campus — and it has 
even succeeded in enlisting the aid of 
College Pres. Robert Lahtl In one of its 
causes. 


Lahtl agreed to write a letter to Presi- 


dent Ford lost month when the Vets 
asked him to support efforts to Increase 
veterans' benefits, said Pat O'Brien, a 
Vets Club member. A group of veterans 
were ushered Into Lohtl's office to talk to 
him about the issue just after they 
staged one of the few protests launched 
on the campus In recent years. 


THE PROTEST, O'BRIEN sold, was 


planned for • Harper basketball game, 
where the veterans planned to sit 
through the national anthem in protest of 
the fact that Ford had announced his in- 
tention to veto Increased veterans bene- 
fits. That protest, he says, didn't come 
off because "they didn't play the an- 
them. I don't know if that was because of 
us or not" 


Frustrated in their protest attempt, a 


small group of veterans lowered the col- 
lege's American flag the next morning 
and raised it to half-staff upside down. 
"It was at half-siaff for all the guys who 
didn't come back," O'Brien says. "And 
upside down Is the international symbol 
of distress — we were in distress." 


From there the veterans went to Lah- 
ti's office, where he agreed to write a 
letter on their behalf. The college's facul- 
, ty senate also agreed to send a telegram 


to Ford urging him not to veto the veter- 
ans benefits bUl. 


Ford vetoed the program, but his veto 


was overridden by Congress. And at Har- 
per, the veteran's protest stirred up an 
unusual amount of controversy. The col-

lege's security department conducted * 
"routine investigation" of the "crime" 
that bad been committed on campus and 
the college newspaper referred to "un- 
Itnown misguided Americans who vio- 
lated the flag." 


THE CONTROVERSY QUICKLY ttew 


over and the veterans were informed 
that the Investigation was <he work of 
"overzealoua pubUc servants." However, 
members of the club were both angered 
and pleased at the reaction they got on 
campus. "It (lowering the flag) was 
called a hideous deed," O'Brien says, 
"But what about some of the things we 
did in Vietnam?" 


Vets Club Pres. Mark Karaffa says the 


protest "got a tot of reaction from stu- 
dents — and 400 names on a petition to 
Congress." The protest, he points out, "is 
the first thing we did Just for ourselves." 


Other Vets Club activities have Includ- 


ed blood drives on the campus, the dona- 
tion of blood and money to a boy who Is 
dying of cancer and sponsoring a Viet- 
nam War resister on the campus to dis- 
cuss amnesty. 


The club has succeeded where earlier 


Vets Clubs have failed because of the ac- 
tivities, Karaffa says. "We were aware 
that if we just started sitting around 
drinking beer and telling war stories the 
dub wouldn't work," he says. "It doesn't 
take very long to hear everybody's war 
stories." 


VIETNAM VETERANS ON campus, 


Karaffa says, have some advantages 
over younger students. "A lot of kids 
don't like what goes on at Harper, but 
they don't know how to change it," he 
says. "Coming back to school sort of con- 
firms my feeling that people should go 
out and dig ditches or something after 
high school before going to college." 


Most of the leaders of the Vets Club 


will be graduating from Harper in the 
spring, and they agree that it's possible 
the club will disappear the way previous 
veterans clubs have. "We have a lot of 
members," Karaffa says, "but there's 
sort of a hard core that does everything. 
We're going to have to get more people 
involved because we feel we've gotten 
the club to (he point that it could be a 
really dynamic force. We don't want to 
see it just peter out."

Speaking of . . . 
Yule countdown

Yes, it's late. But if you, like many of us, are just beginning to get in 


the spirit of the season, there's still time to whip up a last minute 
Christmas gift or so for someone extra special. 


Christmas goodies are always welcome. With the price of sugar what it 


is these days, you may not feel you can afford to give the traditional 
plates of cookies or candy. But how about quick breads? Buy a mix or 
check your favorite cookbook for recipes for banana bread, cranberry 
bread, pumpkin bread or whatever. These loaves, by the way, make 
delightful presents for neighbors and your children's teachers — for any- 
body, in fact, to whom you'd like to say "Happy Holidays" with a little 
gift. 
' 


Decorated soap bars make another welcome "little gift." Our middle 


schooler is giving these to her friends this year. To make one, glue a 
small picture you like to a bar of soap, being careful to glue all the edges 
down. Then coat the picture with a thin coat of wax. We used pictures'cut 
from gift wrapping paper and melted old candles for the wax, but you 
can buy wax if you'd rather. You can apply the wax with a brush nr 
Q-Tip or simply dip the bar into the melted wax. Either way, you may 
find a few places with too much wax. In this case, hold the bar close (but 
not too close) to a lighted candle to soften the surplus wax, then smooth it 
out with your finger. 


(CAUTION: working with wax can be dangerous. If your older children 


want to try this idea, be sure to provide a double boiler, low heat, advice 
on safety precautions and plenty of adult supervision.) 


If you'd like to gift the youngsters in your neighborhood, It's a nice Idea 


to trim a small table tree with handmade ornaments and let each child 
pick his or her favorite. (Your own children can help make the orna- 
ments, too.) At a recent church bazaar, the women used cookie cutters 
for patterns to snip an assortment of shapes out of stiff burlap. Glue on a 
few sequins or other glitter trim; stitch on a loop of yarn for hanging. 
Another best seller was little Christmas stockings (about three inches 
high), each stuffed with a tiny candy cane. These were made from two 
pieces of red felt, trimmed with glued-on sequins and a top strip of 
narrow gold rlckrack. 


It's even easier to decorate red and green balloons with colored adhe- 


sive tapes, applied in the shapes of stylized Christmas trees or whatever. 
You can also pyramid these into a sort of balloon tree, using double-faced 
tape to keep the balloons in place. 


ANOTHER BAZAAR best-seller was slipcovers for flowerpots. Actual- 


ly, these aren't slipcovers so much as gathered bands. You cut a long 
strip of fabric and turn under the top and bottom edges. Pin or baste. 
Then you sew a narrow piece of elastic on the inside top edge and 
another on the inside bottom edge, stretching the elastic as you sew so 
that the material will gather. Then, right sides together, seam the two 
short edges together. When you slip the band on a pot, pull it out in the 
middle to bell something like a Japanese lantern. 


Exact dimensions will, of course, depend on the size of your pot How- 


ever, to give you some idea, the one I made was from a strip of material 
22 inches long and 7 inches deep. The pieces of elastic are 10 inches long 
for the top edge and 9 inches long for the bottom. This cover fits well on 
a pot that's 4V4 Inches high and 14 inches around at top.

Holiday time is party time. Enter- 


talnlng is part of the American way 
of llfo and at Christmas the red car- 
pet is rolled out in homes across the 
country. 


What better time to share the holi- 


day spirit with friends and family? 
The theme is set already, decora- 
tions aro In place and everyone is in 
tho mood for mingling. 


Perhaps your small savings are 


going fast on higher priced Christ- 
mas presents and everyday house- 
hold costs. That's no reason to draw 
tho lino on entertaining. Budget par- 
tics can bo just as cordial, hospitable 
and long remembered as the ex- 
pensive dinners or cocktail parties 
you may have thrown in years past. 


Guests aro tho most Important part 


of a party — they're tho reason for 
tho occasion. Getting together with 
people you enjoy need not bo a wal- 
let-shrinking ordeal. 


PREPLANNING Is the secret to 


entertaining on a budget. It will save 
money, time and energy and at tho 
same time lot you enjoy your own 
party and guests. 


Your first consideration will be 


how many guests you plan to invite. 
From there, you can decide on what 
type party would be appropriate 
whether it be a brunch, luncheon, 
lea, open house, supper or dinner. 


Suggested numbers of persons 


comfortably entertained are six to 
night for dinner, eight to 12 for a buf- 
fet and over 12, usually an open 
house. 


The most expensive part of enter- 


taining is (he food. Mrs. Lucille 
Stiles, a home economics teacher at 
Maine West High School, stressed tho 
trend toward less elaborate menus. 
"Simple, less expensive menus aro 
heartier and give guests a chance to 
relax," said Mrs. Stiles. 


ANOTHER CONSIDERATION Is 


space. Your setting need not bo 
elaborate. The kitchen is as good as 
tho dining room and oven the garage 
or attic could be novel, if heated. 


When planning your menu, keep in 


mind tho type of party. Brunches are 
rather Inexpensive and easy to pre- 
pare. There's an added advantage 
here, as the Christmas season Is so 
filled with parties, the late morning 
or early afternoon Is usually an open 
time for most guests. 


A sample brunch menu could In- 


clude scrambled eggs or omelets, 
which go further if you add some bits 
of extras such as mushrooms, green 
peppers or cheese. Various types of 
muffins; a meat, perhaps bacon, 


ham or sausage; juice and coffee 
would complete the menu. 


A LUNCHEON, usually associated 


with a group of women, calls for a 
light menu, but need not be quite so 
light in tho winter. A tested menu, 
for about 14 persons, costing under 
$25, included Swedish meatballs over 
noodles, bran-oatmeal muffins, a 
gelatin salad, relish tray and for des- 
sert, mint ice cream and sponge 
cake topped with fudge sauce and a 
cherry.

Women and children first 


The adoptive child: 
his right to know

Dear Attorney Martoccio: 


From what I read in your column, you seem like an understanding 


person so I'd like to ask for your help. How can I go about finding out 
who my real mother is? 


I'm married and have a child, but it wasn't until my foster father 


passed away last year that I found out I was adopted. I found some 
papers among his effects. I can't honestly say that it came as a complete 
shock to me because I never felt that my "mother" treated me as a real 
mother should. She favored my brother (who I found out is not my real 
brother) and I long ago had a strange, uneasy feeling that he was related 
to them because my maiden aunt doted on him as though he were her 
own, and he just might be. 


I don't intend to do anything while my foster mother is living, but she 


Is very ill right now and should something happen to her, I'm determined 
to face my real mother who didn't want me and ask her to her face why 
she gave me away. One answer. That's all I want out of her. Thank you 
for any help you may be able to give me.—Marjorie. 


Dear Marjorie: 


With the stigma of unmarried motherhood easing to some extent plus 


the current emphasis on civil rights, legal doors have been opening for 
adoptive children. But I fail to see how, because of them, certain emo- 
tional facts Involved can be reduced or abolished. 


• Three states, North Dakota, Alabama and Virginia, have provided 


legal steps for a person to find out if she (he) is adopted. In the other 
states the records are sealed. However, If you wish to find out about your 
adoption you will have to sue the state or the adoption agency (if you do 
not live in one of those three states). 


That, of course, is only the beginning. The search to locate your mother 


after all these years (and assuming that she's still living) will present a 
bigger problem. But the main one will center around your emotions. 


Since you asked me to suggest, I'm suggesting that you think the 


matter over very carefully. Perhaps if I try to point out some facts that 
you stated in your letter and evaluate them for you, you might be guided 
to make the right decision. 


You seem to bear no ill feeling toward your natural father. In fact, you 


do not mention him at all! I can only deduce from this fact that the 
closeness you shared with your "foster father" was so rewarding that 
you consider the latter your real one. But what about your natural fa- 
ther? 


You say your foster mother slighted you; yet you only mention the fact 


that her attention to your brother irked you. Your brother, you say, was 
irresponsible and your mother now has to care for his three children 
whose custody and care his ex-wife did not want. Don't you think this is a 
big point in her favor? 


You have only one child. Fortunately you have developed a "beautiful" 


relationship with her. Still, because she is an only child, you do not have 
to choose her over another or balance out attentions to each, as mothers 
of several children must do. 


I know you'll agree that .mothers have an instinct for giving more 


attention to the weakest of their children. Basically, the reason is prob- 
ably due more to a maternal response than to a preferential love. 


Could it be that you are misjudging your foster mother in order to 


settle a score with your real mother? 


Giving you up must have cost your natural mother much anguish which 


she, no doubt, has had to endure in silence. Perhaps you will gain some 
satisfaction by facing "that woman." But at what a price! 


I hope you will at least reconsider your motives, also what effect your 


course of action will have on your own daughter. 


I hope, too, that I've been of some help, but I feel that this is too 


weighty a problem for you to handle alone even with my suggestions or 
to find the answer in a court of law. It might be wise to seek counseling 
from your religious mentor, your husband or possibly, a psychologist.

Vitamins and pregnancy 


I hire reid your column on Adelle DavU and know your 


biilc attitude toward her nutritional viewpoint. However, I 
would like to «ik you about one of her specific points. She has 
claimed that large doses of both vitamin E and follc acid can 
prevent miscarriages In a woman who Is deficient In cither of 
these vitamins. Since I have hod two miscarriage! (as well 
as two normal deliveries), I would like to know: 1) Is there 
any medical evidence to support her point? 2) Could taking 
large doses of these vitamins do any harm to the fetus? 


There Is no medical evidence that increased amounts of 


vitamin E Improve human reproduction, that specifically In- 
cludes preventing miscarriages. It Is true that it will prevent, 
this problem in rats and lomo animals with different meta- 
bolic systems than man. There are NO CASES on record of 
miscarriages In women caused by vitamin E deficiency. 


Follc add deficiencies might came problems in devel- 


opment sine* It Is essential to coll division and growth. The 
requirements are slightly Increased during pregnancy. 


Large doses of vitamin E are not likely to cause any harm 


to the fetus. It Is unlikely that the large excess amounts will 
even be absorbed from the digestive tract 'While vitamin E 
deficiency is rare, except in premature infants, there is no 
evidence of vitamin E toxlclty either. 


Follc add is another matter. Because of the complexities of 


anemias that can develop during p 
1—'nancy, I would not ad- 


vise taking largo doses of follc ncia without your doctor's 
approval This could mask moro important changes that he 
would need to know about to give you proper treatment. 


I am • woman of 85 and my problem Is my eyes. The eyelid 


Is dropping over my eye. It now covers the eyelash and I am 
afraid soon It will cover my vision. What causes It to do that 
and can you tell me what I can do about It? 


It depends a lot on what you mean. The upper eyelid is held 


up by some tiny muscles attached to the lid under the skin. 
When they are weak the lid falls. This is usually a sign of 
medical problem and would require careful tests to determine 
the real problem. 


• An eyelid can swell from the accumulation of fluid. This 
can be on ono side as an allcrglc-llko reaction or involve both 
eyes, as in swelling with kidney disease. . 


I suspect what you mean is that the skin above the eyelid 


has Increased in amount so that you have an excessively 
large bag hanging down over the upper lid. This is common 
in varying degrees as you get older. It is related to over- 
stretched elastic fibers. A plastic surgeon who specializes in 
cosmetic surgery can simply cut away the excess skin and 
the tiny scar line rests behind the groove above the eye and is 
unnotlceable. It Is a simple procedure.

Under tho direction of a medical school 


Instructor who calculated that one of ev-' 
cry 100,000 spectators suffers a fatal at- 
tack, the school claims to have already 
saved two lives for the price of 5 cents a 
ticket. 


Although a few college and profes- 


sional teams have used a stationary 
treatment center at a fixed location, the 
time saved by having two mobile units, 
on cither side of the playing field, is the 
difference in many cases between life 
and death. 


DR. WILLIAM S. Kaden, who estab- 


lished tho concept, said the major prob- 
lem is treating heart-attack victims in 
time. Once the heart stops beating, a 
physician has two to three minutes to re- 
suscitate the patient before irreversible 
brain damage or death occurs. 


"It's always been a matter of not being 


able to get the victim to treatment fast 
enough," he says, noting that patients 
with severe heart attacks who used to be 
brought to Harvard's intensive-cara unit 
set up in a nearby ficldhouse Invariably 
were beyond treatment. 


Kaden said his two portable facilities, 


supplemented by what he calls a hospital 
ward on wheels, has cut the average 
Umo between seizure and treatment 
from 10 to U4 minutes. 


The mobile treatment facilities, made 


possible by recent developments in so- 
phisticated battery-operated equipment, 
are run by four-man teams made up of 
doctors, nurses and medical technicians. 


KADEN SAID tho real key to the sys- 


tem is the mobile hospital ward, owned 
and operated by the Massachusetts 
Emergency Service, which Is equipped 
exactly like a hospital's emergency 
room. Once a patient is initially helped 
by Kaden's workers, he then is trans-

SUCH WAS THE case Oct. 19, when his 


units were able to save the life of a 62- 
year-old man by' the use of electric 
shocks. The man had to be clinically 
dead, with no pulse or breathing, Kaden 
said. 


The entire treatment center, paid for 


out of game receipts, costs more than 
$100,000, which works out of a nickel a 
ticket, he said.

The vacuum chamber 


consists of a short, trans- 
parent plastic cylinder 
that's slightly larger in 
circumference than the 
pipe it's testing.

The space between pipe 
and cylinder is then 
partially filled with a ' 
clear liquid(usually water)

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Justice 


Dcpt. announced Tuesday It has asked a 
federal court to order a special study of 
options for International Telephone and 
Telegraph to divest Avis, Inc., Levitt & 
Sons, Inc, and the Hartford Fire Insur- 
ance Co. 


Under the terms of an earlier court ac- 


tion In September 1071, ITT was Instruct- 
ed to divest Itself of cither Hartford or 
three other firms — Avis, Levitt and 
Hamilton Life Insurance Co. 


The ITT still holds all tho interest in 


Hartford and Levitt and still owns a ma- 
jority Interest in Avis, but It got rid of 
Hamilton and 48 per cent of Avis through 
two public offerings. 


Thomas E. Kaupcr, assistant attorney 


general In charge of the antitrust divi- 
sion, said tho appointment of a special 
master by tho U.S. District Court in 
Hartford, Conn., "would benefit the par- 
ties and tho court." 


The Justice Dcpt proposed that the 


special master study options for divest- 
ing Avis, Levitt and Hartford "with par- 
ticular regard to the present condition of 
each company." 


Tho special master within 60 days 


would bo expected to report findings to 
the court on how tho companies could be 
shed and how much time it would take to 
accomplish tho divestiture.

Such concern dominates American ad- 


vertising, which promises certain re- 
wards and even salvation for consuming 
a specific produce, he said. Many of 
these rewards are sexual. 


"Advertisers are well aware that sex 


roles are poorly defined here and use 
this fact to their advantage," Myers 


;said.

"If a man'can't get masculinity, in 


society, he is made to believe he can get 
it in a.mystical ritual way by smearing 
some commercial product all over him- 
self or buying a rugged type of a car." 


American men need an "outside" as- 


sertion of their masculinity because, un- 
like tribal cultures where male-female 
roles are clearly established, men and 
women in the United States are doing the 
same thing, Myers said. 


"TRIBAL RITES ARE more of a pray- 


er than a technical act. They express im- 
portant information to the people and ap- 
peal for help to the supernatural," Myers 
said. 


Advertising, on the other hand, Is secu- 


lar because Americans are not super- 
naturally oriented. 


Similarities between advertising and 


ritual, however, far outweigh the differ- 
ences, according to Myers. 


Both promise the desired end result if 


a certain prescribed pattern is followed, 
or damnation if it is not — "unless you 
use a certain toothpaste, your teeth will 
rot," or in tribal cultures, "unless you 
perform a certain ritual, your crops will 
fail." 


Both reflect cultural values and needs. 


Both are means of mass communication, 
both utilize people's superstitious beliefs 
and both are necessary, he said.

lUinoU shotgun doer hunters 


realized a record harvest in 1979, 
according to unofficial statistic! 
released by tbo Deportment of 
Conservation. 


Tho final segment of the split 


six-day season Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday produced 3,539 deer. 
When added to the harvest of 
10,340 whitotalls taken during the 
first three-day period over Dec. 
15-1M7, the total of 
13,879 


ecllpicd 1973'a figure of 13,726. 


The record represents quite an 


increase from the first Illinois 
doer firearm season in 1957 when 


hunting In 33 counties produced 
1,733 bucks. Tho kill figure has 
jumped In each successive year. 


Some 17300 deer-hunting per- 


mill were liiued to hooters In 96 
counties statewide In 1974. Only 
the six heavily-populated areas 
around Chicago were blacked 
out. Additionally, more than 7,000 
landowner and tenant permits 
were mailed out. 


The breakdown signifies that 


nearly one of every four hunters 
bagged a wnitetail this year as 
compared to the ratio of one deer 
per every 4.S hunters in 1973.

• final round of the $100,000 American Bass 
.- Fisherman World Championship, on Lake 
. Klsslmmoc, Fla. 
• First, never had such an orderly, con- 
trolled and responsive crowd attended 
such an event. With TV cameras buzzing 
and hundreds of guests from all over the 
country present, .400 fishermen came 
back to the giant Garcia Scoreboard at 
the final woigh-ln in search' of fame and 
glory. 


Not until that night, however, did the 


story of tbo event unfold — how the two 
top fishermen, Jim Melvln of St Peters- 
burg, Fla., who claimed the $26,000 first 
prize; and Larry Singleton of Land- 


0-Lakes, Fla., claimed the second prize. 


Melvin, a 27-year-old boat worker who 


had never won more than $800 as a bass 
fishing professional, totaled 44 pound* u 
ounces In the two rounds. Singleton, an 
automobile salesman, finished with 36 
pounds, 6 ounces for the $10,000 second 
prlte. 


The story was one of literally beating 


the way to a natural fish hatchery, a 
dream situation for bass fishermen. 


For three days before Thursday's offi- 


cial start, the twosomo cut .a path, 
through more than a mile of snake-in- 
fested hyacinths that jammed the three- 
mile long canal Unking Lake Klssimmee 
and Lake Jackson, a small and isolated 
lake that is virtually unfinished and until 


Hearty ice fishermen use 
four rigging techniques 


Ice fishing can offer a variety of win- 


ter sport action, according to C. W. 
Thrcinen, assistant director of fish man- 
agement for the Wisconsin Department 
of Natural Resources. 


"Basically," Threlnen says, four differ- 


ent rigs are best-suited for Ice fishing — 
the light ponfish rod, the tip-up, the 
deep-water panfish rod for perch and the 
jigging rod for other game flan." 


The light panfish rod requires the light- 


est possible bobber and just enough 
weight to carry the baited hook close to 
the bottom. Brightly-colored tear drop, 
lures, on which insect larva can bo Im- 
paled, make the best hooks. 


Very light bobbers should be uied on 


spring loaded Upt to Indicate a fish Is 
biting. Light rods are also preferred be- 
cause panflsh bile tenderly In winter and 
lines require close observation In order 
la detect action below. 


Good bolts include red worm, mouse- 


tall maggots, wax worm, blockeye susan 
grubs and goldonrod gall larvae. Pan- 
fish, notaby blucgill, are fished primar- 
ily In shallower waters ranging to 12 feet 
deep. 


The lip-up consists of a flagged line 


which, wlwn a fish strikes, will signal a 
bite. This method is best-suited for north- 
ern pike, bass and walleye, so lino should 
bo heavy enough (at least 10 pound test) 
to accommodate a good fighting fish. 
Live bait is more commonly used along 
with smelt and other long, silver fish. 


For dccpwatcr panflsh, especially 


perch, a strong lino and sinker heavy 
enough to drop rapidly to the bottom are 
necessary. Because perch blto with a 
short jerk, a sensitive bobber with a low 
margin of buoyancy Is necessary. 


For perch, the hook must be set just as 


the fish bites or the fish will steal the 
bait. Insect larvae make the best bait 
and perch ore best fished in deep water. 


A jigging lino can bo used for larger 


fish. This typo of fishing requires a 
strong rod so that jigs can be readily 
worked up and down and also allows a 
hook to bo set quickly. 


At toast a 10-pound test line should be 


used. A slightly-curved triangular piece 
of shiny motal, which flutters as it set- 
tles or Is pulled up. makes the best bolt. 


Jigs usually have enough weight to 


drop to the depths desired. They should 
bo vigorously worked up and down and 
are good for many species of fish.

The District will noti- 
fy the public, through the media, when 
these conditions ore present," Dunne 
added. 


Drives and parking areas in the pre- 


serves will be open dally at winter sports 
sites from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m. Every effort 
will bo made to keep these locations 
plowed and passable.

ing proper weight and condition during 
the winter months. Breeders and owners 
who know and understand nutritional 
balance and the need for additional food 
Intake during tho winter season will add 
much less than 25 per cent of the total 
ration in tho form of moat or a flavor 
supplement.

The Illinois pheasant hunting season is 


less than one month from being history. 
For most frustrated shooters, the dead- 
line can't come soon enough. 


There have been enough complaints to 


fill Santa's mailbox and first-hand knowl- 
edge seems to make them justified. All 
season, the talk of severely-reduced pop- 
ulations triggered by damaging spring 
rains grew louder. 


After two Inches of ice detoured a 


planned duck hunting expedition to Peo- 
ria last week, Ducks Unlimited Execu- 
tive Secretary Ken McCreary suggested 
we salvage the trip by exercising locally. 


The spot we selected was an unincorpo- 


rated 
and privately-owned area In 


Schaumburg. The cover was thick, the 
weather perfect and the thin layer of 
crusty snow made for Ideal tracking. 


All the symptoms for unlimited action 


were present. Fresh fox, rabbit and 
pheasant prints gave the impression that 
the grounds served as the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway during rush hour. 


Ken and I began stomping around, 


booting every potential hiding place and 
even some illogical habitat. We seesawed 
on every pile of fallen timber, clamored 
through the sprawling woods and left the 
deep-rooted tread from our field boots on 
dozens of empty pheasant roosts. 


By noon, we bad bagged a squirrel and 


a couple rabbits, but Mr. Ringneck, for 
all his fresh tracks, almost led us to be- 
lieve they were machine-made. 


By early afternoon, we scouted a sure-

fire pheasant haven that surrounded a 
grassy marsh. The foot-strangling cat- 
tails may have been home for several 
rlngnecks, but they either were sleeping 
late or Just refused to answer the door. 


By mid-afternoon, our boots felt like 


they were filled with cement. The reward 
for bulldozing through a field of near- 
impenetrable reeds was the departure of 
one bird — a hen — who wouldn't stop to 
tell us where her boyfriends were. 


The most logical excuse was that the 


birds just weren't there. But that was too 
easy. Ken suggested we tackle the frus- 
tration from a different angle. 


The following day, we recruited two of 


McCreary's friends . . . neighbor Len 
Major of Palatine, Jim 
Sunagel of 


S c h a u m b u r g and most importantly, 
Sheba, Jim's incredible nine-month-old 
golden Retriever. 


This time, we chose a private club 


near the Wisconsin-Illinois border where 
we were certain there would be birds. 
Knowing rlngnecks were released dally 
swelled our optimism, but It wasn't as If 
they were sending up flares at their loca- 
tion. 


Without the dog, we may have stepped 


on tail feathers and still not flushed the 
stubborn ringnecks. In fact, our party 
did become separated on two occasions 
and while two of us combed a fenccrow 


without success, we reworked the same 
area with Sheba and kicked up four 
birds. 


Using Shcba's tail as a gauge, it was 


apparent that the pheasant were either 
running well ahead of our party or hold- 
Ing tight... very tight 


Maybe the birds are getting smarter. 
They gave no indication of their pres- 


ence and although Sheba flushed close to 
a dozen rlngnecks during our four-hour 
hunt, our quartet unanimously agreed 
that none of the birds would have budged 
without the persistent canine. 


And that Includes retrieving, as well. 


While getting the birds up, of course, 
was top priority, of the six we downed, 
three may have escaped as cripples had 
not Sheba been on the prowl. 


Pheasant hunters can voice a legiti- 


mate gripe this season because of the 
lack of birds, but those hunting without 
dogs are begging for poor results. 


Whether patroling a stocked club or 


the unincorporated field behind your 
house, the importance of a sporting 
breed that will work obediently and 
diligently Is immeasurable. 


There's still time to put a pheasant 


dinner on the table for the holidays. It's 
not an easy task this year, by any 
means. And maybe that's the glamor as- 
sociated to the sport of hunting ring- 
necks.

Sorcng, also of Country Club Hills, are 
among the thousands of Chicago area 
hunters who have turned to state pre- 
serve shooting. 


Unlike hunters In less populated parts 


of the slate, It Is not as easy for Chicago 
hunters to obtain permission to hunt on 
nearby farms. Since most of Illinois land 
Is privately-owned and state law prohi- 
bits hunting without permission, more 
and more hunters are turning to pre- 
serve shooting. 


Tho hunter who chooses one of several 


state shooting preserves knows his chan- 
ces are good for finding pheasants be- 
causo the bird population is restocked 
each day by tho Department of Con- 
servation. 


Tho cost of stocking the pcnralsed 


pheasants Is offset by the $5 dally hunt- 
ing fee each preserve shooter must pay. 


However, tho season on state preserves 


normally Is shorter than the regular 
hunting season. Also, tho bird limit vari- 
es. 


During certain periods of preserve 


shooting, the hunter can shoot both hen 
and cock pheasants, but may be restrict- 
ed to a limit of two pheasants. In open 
hunting, the shooter can take only cock 
pheasants, but Is allowed three birds. 


State preserves also sot aside the last 


week of their season as a "clean-up" 
week. During that week — which Is the 
time we chose to hunt — the hunter can 
start an hour earlier, 8 a.m. instead of 9 
a.m., and docs not have to pay the $5 
dally fee. Also, no permits are issued for 
"cloan-up" week, 'and it is open to all 
hunters on a flrst-como first-served 
basis.

Lake Michigan fishermen are reporting 


unusually good German Brown and Steel- 
head trout catches as well as numerous 
small coho in the 1% to 2% pound class, 
on quick-frozen baby alewives from 2 to 
2ft inches long in warm water dis- 
charges of power plants at 103rd St. and 
at Waukegan. 


Joe Sachar of Salmon Unlimited says 


this bait idea is something new at tbjb 
lower end of the big lake, but that fish- 
ermen In Door County, Wis. and north- 
ward have used it for some time with 
great success. 


Recent trials have produced "the best 


ever" angling for these parts at this time 
of year. Warm water congregates the 
fish and they find dead alewives irresist- 
ible. 


Sachar recommends fishing 5-6 feet 


down with a float. The biggest problem 
Is finding baby alewives. A few Chicago 
bait shops have them, but primarily, you 
must net your own and that means being 
able to find them. 


Lacking alewives, you can count on at 


least fab; results in warm water dis- 
charge areas with tackle such as Tiny 
Tads, small Rapalas, Thinflns or light, 
silver-blue spoons.

Hunters Interested In joining the ranks

be spotted by other hunters.

time I rounded a bend in a tree-line. I'd 
rather > keep haggling with farmers for 
permission to hunt their land.

Back to nature Is the way Americans are headed in their 


color preferences, says researcher Joyce Davenport. 


As supervisor of color development at DeSoto Inc., head- 


quarters in Des Plaines, Miss Davenport makes it her busi- 
ness to follow color trends and to maintain the company's 
lead In the • development of pigments used in interior and 
exterior paints and other finishes. 


Worries about the economy and ecology are likely reasons 


for the shift away from eye-popping decor to muted shades 
and pastels, she said, adding, "I think it's an escape. 


"AMERICANS ARE tired of the profusion of super bright 


colors and the confusion of trying to combine many patterns 
in the same setting," she said. "Nature's own colors, such as 
flax, chamois, plum and brick will be among the color stars 
of 1975." 


Miss Davenport is a member of the influential Color Mar- 


keting group, an international advisory group that annually 
predicts and 'arbitrates the colors to be used in the coming 
year for everything from automobiles to clothing and home ' 
furnishings. 
. Wild honey and celery will join hunter green and golden 
peach as fashion colors in 1975, she predicts. And in home 
furnishings, "I think earth tones will be picked up- quite a 
lot," she said. "Avocados and harvest gold are out — they're 
really dead." 


TRADE SALES are Miss Davenport's current specialty. 


This includes the DeSoto lines of interior and exterior paints 
that are sold through Sears, Roebuck and Co. stores. Industri- 
al and aerospace paints, protective coatings used on washers 
and other appliances, wallcoverings, lamps and furniture are 
among other entries in the DeSoto lineup. - 


There are distinct regional color choices for exterior house 


paints, she said. White is the most popular choice on the East 
Coast, dork earth tones are prevalent on the West Coast and 
lighter earth tones are used widely in the Southeast. 


"It's rather amazing. The Midwest is just about smack- 


dang in the middle between the East and West coast in the 
choice of colors," she said, "not ultra-conservative or wild 
colors." 


Miss Davenport said she's lucky to be Involved in a field 


that's "fascinating." I was always involved with color be- 
cause my mother was an artist," she said. "And color is the 
most unpredictable thing you can get involved in." 


Formulating a coating that exactly matches an existing 


color sample is one of the most difficult jobs for a color 
scientist, she said. Differences in pigmentation, the coating 
surface and the available light sources can stump the most 
determined researcher. She often advises customers to har- 
monize rather than match colors in their selection. 


"THE MOST IMPORTANT part of my work is color re- 


search," Miss Davenport said. She relies on a trained eyo for . 
color to catch the differences between color samples, as well 
as computers and other sophisticated equipment. 


"As more resins are being developed, more computer pro- 


grams must be developed," she said of the DeSoto testing 
procedure. She is called upon to assist' customers in color 
selection and to check the quality of pigments used in various 
DeSoto manufacturing facilities. Consistent monitoring of in- 
strumentation assures the customer of uniform color. 


The worldwide shortage of pigments, rising costs and pollu-

tion-control regulations are added uncertainties in the color 
business. A cost-conscious customer, for example might shy 
away from many bright colors in the choice of exterior paint. 


Miss Davenport has worked with many Industrial custom- 


ers in their selection of colors for new plants. One of her most 
challenging projects was a series of power plants the Duke 
Power Co. built in the Carolines. The utility wanted the build- 
ings to blend harmoniously with surroundings. Following a 
series of tests at the DeSoto laboratories, Miss Davenport 
came up with a unique color scheme for each building. For a 
building located on a lakeshore, she chose a complementary 
shade of blue, and a gold shade was used for a building 
located in an area, where the soil was light in color. 


There is a continuing need for color researchers as tech- 


nology Is upgraded and world markets for pigments fluctuate. 
A degree hi chemistry is a must for potential color special- 
ists. 


A native of Great Britain, Miss Davenport joined DeSoto 


four years ago. 
She previously served as laboratory super, 


visor in the Columbian Carbon Division of Cities Service 
Corp. 


Those sleek glass buildings waste energy 


by LcROY POPE 


NEW YORK-rSolving tho nation's 


energy crisis ultimately could compel 
major modification of the millions of 
glasswallcd buildings put up since World* 
War II, a heatingg and air conditioning 
expert contends. 


"We are learning the hard way that 


these glass-walled buildings waste too 
much heat in winter and cost too much . 
to cool In summer," said David RIckel- 
ton of Charlotte, N.C., president of the 
American Society of Heating, Refrig- 
erating & Air Conditioning Engineers. 


lUCKLETON CITED a number of arti- 


cles in the architectural press In recent 
months calling for a return to more con- 
ventional facades in new buildings that 
retain winter heat and reject summer 
heat. 


"But they were talking about new 


building," he said. "The brutal truth is 
we can't save enough oil, gas and elec- 
tricity just by avoiding in new buildings 
the wasteful mistakes of the past 20 
years. We must start saving energy in

older buildings." 


It's an ironic fact that buildings 30 to 


75 years old are more economical of fuel 
than the modern glass-walled buildings, 
he said, but even those older structures 
waste energy. Their boilers and heat-dis- 
tribution systems may be absolete and 
less than marginally efficient and many 
older structures waste electricity, RIckel- 
ton said. 


"A lot of fuel is being wasted in homes, 


too, In houses that are not properly in- 
sulated or that have antiquated heating 
plants," he added. 


BUT THE BIG wasters of energy, he 


said, are the millions of buildings rang- 
ing from single-story shops to towering 
skyscrapers with curtain walls on single- 
pane glass. 


Sugar price war may give 
siveet-tooih set a break

A full-scale sugar price war in sections 


of Eastern United States Tuesday gave 
consumers their first break on the sweet- 
ener in weeks, but sugar prices remained 
high or dropped only slightly in other 
sections. 


In some areas the price had not risen 


as high as in the East.and Tuesday's 
prices were even lower than sugar-war 
prices. 


In'Austin, Tex., the Robert Painter 


Wig store offered a two-pound bag free 
to women who buy a wig at $12.50 or 
more. 


There also appeared to be a trend to- 


ward lower beef prices. The Agriculture 
Dept. said a surplus of beef cattle prom- 
ises to force even tower prices next year. 


WHOLESALE BEEF was sold in Chi- 


cago last week for 58% cents a pound for 
choice cuts and a market specialist said 
supermarket chains placed large orders. 


A UPI survey showed a great disparity 


in sugar prices. Red Owl was selling a 
10-pound bag in Minneapolis for $5.69. 
,But In Utah, Albertson's market was sell- 
ing 10 pounds for $3.64, the five-pound 
price in 'some areas. A spokesman said 
the chain is "not making a dime, but 
we're not losing either." 


In Washington and Atlanta, where su- 


permarkets froze prices when they were 
rising, consumers were, not getting the 
benefit of lower prices either. 


Supermarkets in New York, New Jer- 


sey and Connecticut Tuesday were run- 
ning specials on sugar, selling it at a loss 
to attract customers to their stores. 


Wegman's Supermarkets in upstate 


New York offered a five-pound bag at 
$1.99 to customers who buy $30 worth of 
other groceries. Wegman's regular price 
was $2.89. The special was more than a 
$1 less than the wholesale price. 


In Buffalo, N.Y., Tops advertised a 


brand name for $2.49 for five pounds. A 
spokesman called it a "good draw." 


THE SUGAR PRICE war in the New 


York area was touched off Sunday when 
Pathmark supermarkets dropped its 
five-pound price from $3.29 to $2.79, 26-30 
cents below wholesale. 


A&P, the nation's largest chain, 


matched the Pathmark price Tuesday 
"in order to meet competition," a 
spokesman said. Two other 
major 


chains, Grand Union and Shop-Rite, also 
dropped their prices to $2.79. Shop-Rite 
said it was losing 30 cents on each five- 
pound bag. 


The price of sugar skyrocketed by 


more than 400 per cent in less than a 
year. The wholesale price began to fall 
"three weeks ago from a high Of 66 cents 
a pound to 57 cents at Tuesday's prices. 
The decline followed lower raw sugar 
prices on world markets, now at about 44 
cents a pound. 


"In many of these buildings, much can 


be done without remodeling," he said, 
"but the building owner will have to get 
expert professional help. In the long run 
many of these buildings may have to 
convert much of their single-pane glass 
surfaces to double pane, vacuum-sealed 
glass and some of it to glass block hi 
order to conserve heat and cut air condi- 
tioning costs." 


Rickelton conceded that it is not likely 


the majority of owners of office buildings 
and other energy-wasting structures will 
make more than minimal efforts to save 
energy voluntarily. He said his associ- 
ation favors tough local laws to limit the 
amount of fuel and electricity a building 
can use in proportion to its size in order 
to force owners to take action. 


"BUT IN THEIR own Interest, building 


owners ought to call in consulting heat- 
ing engineers now and have the heating 
and air conditioning situation of their 
buildings analyzed," he said. "The chan- 
ces are the engine will show how to save 
more on heat and power than the survey 
costs by comparatively simple changes 
and he may be able to suggest some big 
savings by substantial changes." 


Rickelton said the long range outlook 


for saving energy in homes is promising. 
"Not only is practical solar house heat- 
ing not too far down the road, but there 
is a big revival of Interest In the heat 
pump. Its efficiency as an all-year heat- 
ing and rooling unit has been increased 
by the engineers, he said. "Also, there is 
much Interest in saving electricity by 
more sensible home lighting."

Higher costs for users 
Passolt asks for new 
water, sewer rates

Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


has recommended a new water-and sew- 
er-rale structure which would mean 
higher costs for residential and com- 
mercial users. 


Pasaolt and Trustee Donald Jackson, 


chairman of the village board finance 
committee, recently said the rates would 
have to bo raised because of higher oper- 
ating casts. Jackson said Increased rates 
will help prevent a deficit In tho water 
and sower fund. 


Wheeling water rales have not gone up 


ulnco 1060 and newer rates have not been 
raised since 1030. "The rales need to bo 
raised because all costs have gone up 
considerably since 1066 and 1050," Pas- 
imlt said. 


IK TIIK NEW structure Is Approved by 


the village board, water rates for resi- 
dents would Increase from 45 cents per 
1,000 gallons to 52 cents per 1,000 gallons 
for the first 20,000 gallons used. A house- 
hold that uses 10,000 gallons of water In 
three months now pays $4.50, but with 
the increase would pay $5.20. 


Under the new structure, the minimum 


quarterly water bill for residents would 
go up from $3 to $4. In addition, the resi- 
dential charge per quarter for sewers 
would Increase from $2 to $2.50. 


Households that use a substantial 


amount of water would pay the following 
rate after reaching 20,000 gallons: 48 
cents per 1,000 gallons for the next 40,000 
gallons, up from 40 cents; and 44 cents 
per 1,000 gallons for all water after 60,000 
gallons.

The minimum quarterly bill for com- 


mercial users would be raised from $2 to 
$7.50. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have said water 


rates in Wheeling are the lowest In the 
area, with the exception of Chicago and 
several other communities that border 
Lake Michigan. Passolt said even with 
the proposed increases, Wheeling still 
will have lower rates than most nearby 
municipalities. 


Buffalo Grove residents pay 65 to 85 


c e n t s per 1,000 gallons; Arlington 
Heights residents pay 58 to 63 cents per 
1,000 gallons; DCS Plalnes residents pay 
$1.01 per 1,000 gallons; Mount Prospect 
residents pay 75 cents per 1,000 gallons 
and Palatine residents pay 40 to 53 cents 
per 1,000 gallons. 


The rates in some of the neighboring 


communities vary according to usage 
and In some cases include use of the sew- 
ers for no extra charge. 


IN ADDITION TO 'the proposed rate 


Increases for village users, Passolt has 
recommended

users. Consumers outside the village are 
charged 75 cents per 1,000 gallons for the 
first 20,000 gallons and Passolt has sug- 
gested the rate be raised to 85 cents. 


After the initial 20,000 gallons, the rate 


would drop to 81 cents until 60,000 gallons 
is consumed. The rate for more than 
60,000 gallons would be 77 cents per 1,000 
gallons. 


Passolt's proposed water and sewer in- 


creases have been referred to the sewer, 
water and public health committee for 
further study. After a review is made the 
village board will decide whether to 
adopt the new fee structure. 


Wheeling OKs 
transit group 
membership 


Wheeling officials have agreed to join 


the North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 
trict. 


The move will cost about $5,000 at 


first, including a $1,630 subsidy to NOR- 
TRAN approved by village officials ear- 
lier this year. The subsidy is to help fi- 
nance bus service between the village 
and downtown Chicago. 


Of the remaining amount, $1,853 will go 


toward the administrative costs of NOR- 
TRAN and $1,414 will be used for plan- 
ning and to conduct a study of the vil- 
lage's current transportation system and 
future needs. 


NORTRAN is awaiting a decision from 


the Regional Transportation Authority on 
a possible subsidy which would substan- 
tially reduce the annual membership for 
municipalities in the transit district. If 
the RTA subsidy is approved, Wheeling 
would save the $1,853 in administrative 
costs each year. 


The village board took the action Mon- 


day night in response to a recommenda- 
tion by Thomas Markus, village adminis- 
trative assistant. The village attorney 
has been directed to prepare a resolution 
stating the village's Intention to enter, 
into a contract with NORTRAN. 


WHEELING AND other Northwest 


suburban communities-served by United 
Motor Coach Co. have been asked to sub- 
sicllze the company based on the amount 
of service In each community. NOR- 
TRAN officials have said the bus com- 
pany's operating deficit is mounting and 
without subsidies will have to end ser- 
vice. United Motor Coach has two buses 
a day serving Wheeling. 


In another development Monday night, 


the village board approved the rental of 
a 19-passenger bus on a one-month trial 
basis at a cost-of $550. The bus will ip~ 
place the village's large bus which 
recently was sold. 


If village officials find the smaller, 


more economical bus satisfactory, Pas- 
solt said, it could be purchased for about 
$13,000.

in hopes of buying the game for their 
children. "When they discovered we 
had some,, they just about kissed 
us," Rutherford said. "It's unbe- 
lievable."

field Shopping Center, Schaumburg, 
reported that Evel Knievel sets and 
the air hockey game were the two 
best sellers at the store. Both items 
are currently out of stock. 


THE BIGGEST items at the Mont- 


gomery Ward and Co. in Randhurst 
Shopping Center, Mount Prospect, is 
the Evel Knievel doll, which can be 
purchased at most stores for under 
$10, said Jim Schumacher, manager 
of the toy department 


"It comes with the doll and stunt 


cycle. You shoof it off a ramp," he 
said. "This toy came out last year 
and it was popular then. We can't 
supply all the orders. We ran out of 
them a couple weeks ago." 


The air hockey game also is a pop- 


ular item at Ward's. "We sold about 
40 of those," Schumacher said. 


Air hockey games of all makes are 


popular this year, said John Grey, of 
customer relations at Toys 'R' Us, 
Inc., which has a store at 1111 E. 
Golf Rd., Schaumburg. 


The store has sold hundreds of 


them, Grey said, and the reordering 
is consistent. He added that the Evel 
Knievel line and Barbie's Townhouse 


by Mattel are other toys most sought 
after. 


"People buy because of ail the ad- 


vertising on TV," Grey said. "There 
are values in these Items. Air hockey 
is a craze. It was what hula hoops 
were 10 years ago — faddish." 


The Toys 'R* Us store in Schaum- 


burg received a shipment of air 
hockey games Sunday, but they are 
going fast, said Chuck Broeker, one 
of the workers who keep the toy 
shelves supplied. 


"We had 50 come in on Saturday 


and they were gone by Sunday," he 
said. 


OTHER TOYS people look for are 


'"G.I. Joe" dolls, which feature 
"kung-fu grip," ane Evel Knievel 
dolls. Brfard games also seem to be 
popular, Broeker said. 


"Women come in every day asking

Trustee acts 
to put end to 
costly errors 


Wheeling Trustee Donald Jackson, 


chairman of tho village finance com- 
mittee, bos token steps to prevent finan- 
cial errors that twice In tho last 16 
months havo cost tho village substantial 
sums of money. 


Jackson said ho has directed Village 


Mgr. George Passolt to present a cash 
position report to tho finance committee 
once a month. 


Tho action was spurred by an error by 


Passolt which cost tho village about 
$10,000. Tho money was lost as a result 
of Passolt's failure to reinvest $145,000 In 
treasury notes after they expired In Au- 
gust 1973. 


"From tho Information received there 


was no way myself or anybody else could 
havo been aware of what happened." 
Jackson seid of tho error. "I am request- 
ing a cash position report every month to 
prevent something like this from happen- 
ing again." 


JACKSON HAS asked that tho report 


give tho status of all cash In village 
ch«klng accounts and all Investments. 
The report, he said, will keep tho finance 
committee better Informed and enable It 
to detect errors before tho village loses 
substantial sums of mony. 


Tho $10.000 loss is based on the over- 


age Interest rato tho village would have 
received had tho funds been reinvested. 
Tho treasury notes matured without Pas- 
soil's knowledge and automatically were 
credited to a village checking account. 


The money remained in tho checking 


account earning no Interest for about 
nlno months before being discovered and 
reinvested. Passolt said ho assumes full 
responsibility for tho error. 


THE UNINVESTED funds mark the 


second tlmo since last year Wheeling has 
lost a substantial amount of money be- 
cause of on error by Passolt. 


In October 1073, It was disclosed that 


Wheeling had lost an undetermined 
amount of Interest on $42,234 in federal 
revenue - shoring funds 
which were 


received late because Passott 'failed 
to fllo tho necessary forms with the fed- 
eral government. Ho said ho did not have 
tlmo to fllo the forms. 


Jackson sold steps also will be taken to 


make sure the village docs not miss fu- 
ture filing dates. 


eluded the agreement and Immediately 
voted to rcanncx the property, pre- 
venting the developers from building the 
project under county regulations. 


TUUSTEE JOHN KOEPPEN made the 


proposal to rcanncx the, property as well 
as other unincorporated property nearby.

employes from receiving gifts and grat- 
uities has drawn criticism from two 
members of the village board. 


Trustee Thomas Mahoney said he was 


"unsympathetic" with a policy prohibit- 
ing gifts of "nominal value" for village 
workers. Trustee Clarice Rech joined 
Mahoney in his criticism of the.''admlnis- 
tratlve order which was Vsued by Vil- 
lage Mgr. Daniel Larson lost week. 


In his directive, Larson forbids some 


130 village employes from taking gifts 
from developers, vendors and subcon- 
tractors who normally do business with 
tho village. 


Larson said last week the directive 


stemmed from concurrence by several 
village staff members and department 
heads that a no-gift policy would be an

example of the village staff's .-profes- 
sionalism. 


MAIIONEY'S disagreement .was out- 


lined In a two-page memo circulated 
among village trustees in which he 


stated gift and gratuities are a "common 
and widespread business tradition" dur- 
ing the holiday season. 


"To prescribe this completely is in my 


opinion unnecessary and unwarranted," 
he said in the memo. 


He said "small remembrances "will 


not corrupt an honest employe and would 
not "make him honest If any village pol- 
icy Is needed in this area." 


He also suggested that a $15 limit be 


placed on the value of gifts that would be 
"acceptable." 


BEFORE THE' directive, Larson said 


village workers were allowed to receive 
gifts of about $10 or less in accordance 
with regulations in the village employe 
manual. 
• Most gift-giving has consisted of such 
items'as liquor, free lunches and boxes 
of candy, he said. 


Buffalo Grove applies for post office

that expected population growth over the 
next several years will create a need for 
a separate postal facility in Buffalo 
Grove. 


Official projections are that as many 


as 55,000 residdonts may live in tho vil- 
lage by 1090. 


Larson said the post office idea may be 


included in the town center study to be 
undertaken sometime next month. 


THE PROPOSED center, which would 


serve as a downtown area for Buffalo 
Grove, would be a prime location for a 
post office and would attract light in- 
dustry and other retail businesses, offi- 
cials nave said. 


The village is currently looking at an 


&0-acre site north of Lake-Cook Road be-

City officials have complained that the 


plant will be a nuisance to nearby resi- 
dential areas. In-a preview of the hear, 
ing testimony, Ward told the city council 
Monday that the sanitary district has 
overlooked a number of facts that its 
consultants have reported. 


Included in the contradictions Ward 


has found is evidence that several open 
retention basins within the project will 
produce noxious odors and could cause 
disease carrying microorganism! to bo 
spread outside the boundaries of the 
plant. 


Ward also pointed to a report issued in 


1968 comparing the plant to one built in 
Sacramento, Calif. 


SANITARY DISTRICT officials told 


Ward that the California plant caused no 
odors. But Ward said that complaints of 
odors from that facility forced open ba- 
sins there to be covered. 


Ward sold ho believes several revisions 


in the MSD's tunnel and reservoir plan 
could eliminate the need for the plant 
altogether. The tunnel plan will carry 
sewage from a number of area commu- 
nities to tho plant for processing.

that tho plant be constructed on property 
used for O'Hore Airport, but'Chicago of- 
ficials denied the request. 


The council also endorsed a plan by 


Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, to expand the. 
three intraclty routes to cover a greater 
area in order to' boost rldership. The 
three routes together carry an average 
of 74 riders per day.1 


The council rejected a proposal by Aid. 


George Olen, 2nd, chairman of a special 
mass transportation study committee, 
that the city not join NORTRAN but seek 
a revision in bus routes and offer to sub- 
sidize any operating deficits. 


THE PRESENT bus routes within the 


city are operated by the United Motor 
Coach Co. NORTRAN Is completing ar- 
rangements to buy the bus company with 
a federal grant. NORTRAN officials had 
told the city a decision on whether the 
city would Join the district was needed 
by today. 


Some aldermen questioned the wisdom 


of refusing to Join NORTRAN indicating 
uncertainty over what would happen if 
the-bus service were eliminated. 


Olen said the city may not have to sub- 


sidize any operating'deficits'because of 
grants from the Regional Transportation 
Authority. Olen said If the RTA does not 
develop some permanent grants for bus 
companies by February, however, the 
city might be •required to pay some sub- 
sidies. 


Olen ; estimated that .the -subsidies 


would amount to no more than $10,000. 


He indicated that Notran would prob- 


ably agree to revising the routes. He said 
the city hopes'to increase ridershlp. on 
the expanded routes during the next 90 
days. He said NORTRAN officials will 
study the proposal to expand the routes 
before agreeing to the changes. 


Two lunch shifts OKd 
for Nathanson School 


The East Maine Dlst. 63 Board of Edu- 


cation Tuesday night approved a pro- 
gram providing for two lunch shifts at 
Nathanson School in Des Plaines. 


'The board also waived current policy 
which prohibits youngsters from eating 
lunch at school unless they live more 
than seven-tenths of a mile away or have 
two working parents. 


Tho board's decision does not affect 


lunch programs in other district schools. 
But the board did authorize formation of 
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a committee of parents, teachers, admin- 
istrators and board members to revise 
their current board policy on lunch pro- 
grams. 


THE BOARD DECIDED to review the 


lunch programs after hearing complaints 
that school lunchrooms are overcrowded 
and that the lunchroom policy Is inequi- 
table. • 


Supt. G. Allan .Gogo sold overcrowding 


of several.of the elementary schools was 
causing health and safety hazards. He 
sold the problem is "most acute" at 
Nathanson School where up to 500 chil- 
dren eat lunch. 


The test program adopted by the board 


was based on a suggestion offered by 
parents at Nathanson School. Under the 
now lunch hour,, half the children will eat 
lunch In a multipurpose room while the 
other holt have 'a recreation period. 


Gogo noted that under the test pro- 


gram each child would have a total lunch 
period of one hour and there would be no 
change in the school hours. 
' 


Board members earlier rejected a pro- 


posal by Gogo that the entire district 
adopt 30-mlnute lunch periods with- 
youngsters eating in shifts. Under his 
proposal the'school day would be short- 
ened by a half hour, but the lunch pro- 
gram would be open to all children wish- 
Ing to eat at the school. 


BOARD MEMBERS objected to his 


proposal since It.did not allow enough 
time for youngsters to go home for lunch 
It also upset the instructional program 
and required rescheduling of classes. • 
Board member Irene''Luck said she 


hopes the committee ;will use the test 
program at Nathanson-as a basis for're- 
vising the current lunchroom policy. 


Other options considered by the board 


Included 45-mlnute; lunch 'periods, in- 
creased supervision of .the lunchrooms 
and elimination of the lunch program. 


The board also-was, scheduled to pro- 


pose a plan to relieve overcrowding in 
severel-of the district; elementary' 
schools, but no decision was made late in 
the meeting.

THE BIGGEST items at the Mont-

$10, said Jim Schumacher, manager 
of the toy department. 


"It comes with the doll and stunt

James Watson 
previously said there was no premium 
increase, and said the extra charge 
would be $1,700 over a slx-to seven-month 
period. The old premium was about 
$5,025, while the new monthly premium 
is about $6,035. The actual excess pay- 
ment, in addition to the premium, is 
$1,270 per month.

crease and extra payments reflect two 
factors — an excess of claims paid over 
premiums collected of almost 28 per cent 
In the last fiscal year.

Inverness now eligible 


for U.S. flood insurance 


Inverness homeowners now are eligible 


to purchase flood Insurance under a fed- 
erally subsidized program. 


The insurance, available from most In- 


surance agents, Is aimed at providing 
coverage for damage to homes and their 
contents resulting from flooding, protec- 
tion not found in standard insurance pol- 
icies. 


Tho insurance is sold at a flat annual 


rate of 25 cents for each $100 of coverage 
on property damage and 35 cents for 
each $100 of insurance on tho contents of 
homes. 


Tho current maximum insurance a 


homeowner In Inverness may purchase 
is $35,000 on the structure of his home 
and $10,000 coverage on the contents. To- 
tal annual cost at maximum coverage 
would be $122.50. 


IN ADDITION to being available to 


homeowners as a protection against flood 
damage, flood insurance also is a re- 
quirement in obtaining a mortgage or 
disaster loan on some pieces of property. 


There are 40 houses in Inverness that 


are located in tho flood plain map de- 
signed by the U.S. Dept. of Housing and 
Urban Development. There arc small 
areas of the flood plain in an undcve- 
. loped area north of Dundee Road, west 
of Eta Road and south of Inverness.

Gregory, 400 E. Grego- 
ry St., Mount Prospect, Is being consid- 
ered for closing next year by Dlst. 57. 
The school Is adjacent to Dlst. 26. 


By transferring sixth graders to Grego- 


ry three classrooms would be opened up 
at all schools except Bond School where 
two rooms would bo opened. 


SOME COMMITTEE members said 


they preferred to add to Dlst. 26 facilities 
rather than paying rent and busing costs 
to use Gregory. 


The committee also was divided over 


the possible success of a bond referen- 
dum to add to the current buildings be- 
cause of the economy. 


Through the study the committee de- 


cided that open and traditional class- 
room programs should be available at all 
schools. "As parents wo realize all chil- 
dren are different," said Marsha Lupton, 
chairman of the committee. More space 
would bo needed to allow both options. 


Park View and Fcehanvlllo schools 


were singled out as having the "greatest 
Inequities." Major problems at Parkview 
Include lack of kindergarten space, an 
Inadequate learning center, lack of stor- 
age space, lack of pupil-personnel ser- 
vices, an Inadequate teachers' lounge, 
poor kitchen area and lack of exterior 
lighting.

learning center, teachers' lounge, Im- 


proved classroom lighting and replace- 
ment of unsafe awning windows. 


An extra classroom for flexible sched- 


uling, a better learning disabilities room, 
larger teachers' lounge and a tutorial 
conference area were recommended for 
Euclid School. Moving a special educa- 
tion class from Euclid wa<i recommended 
by the committee to provide a multipur- 
pose room. 


Improvements for Bond School Include 


better ventilation In the gym, office and 
teachers' lounge, soundproofing of the 
gym and mobile storage and display 
equipment and playground equipment. 


Citing storage space as a problem 


throughout the district, the committee 
recommended purchasing three mobile 
u n i t s at Maryvlllo Academy, DCS 
Plalncs, for use as a reading center, 
media center and science center at the 
administration building. 


rates. That increase, granted by the ICC 
this summer, raised water rates from 
$4.60 a month to $5.36, and sewer rates 
from $3 to $6. 


The latest request by Citizens would in- 


crease the monthly sewer charge an ad- 
ditional $2.18, for a total of $8.18 a month 
per household.

"Now 
these people are simply moving ahead 
thinking they can do anything they 
want," she said. 


MRS. CAYLOR said that fighting the 


increase might also be advantageous to 
the village, which is seeking to buy the 
utility company's equipment. "If these 
people continue to get greater and great- 
er increases, the cost of the system is 
going to rise," she said. 


Citizens Utilities officials say the in- 


crease is needed because the firm cannot 
make ends meet with current sewer 
charges. The increase is expected to pro- 
vide the utility company with an addi- 
tional $542,000 a year in revenue. 


Some 2,350 households in northeast 


Mount Prospect are serviced by Citizens 
Utilities, which also provides water and 
sewer for residents of Waycinden Park,

rounded by Des Plalnes. 


Mrs. Caylor urged all residents affect- 


ed by the proposed Increase to write let- 
ters to the ICC objecting to the utility 
company's request.

Appropriation increased 
for welfare spending 


Growing welfare rolls in Elk Grove 


Township have prompted the board of 
auditors to increase appropriations for 
food and rent in the 1074-75 general assis- 
tance budget. 


The average montly caseload for town- 


ship welfare has gone from 30 persons In 
1073 to 70 this yer, Margaret Blaschke, 
township welfare director, said. 


To meet the demands, the board Mon- 


day night approved a $4,000 transfer of 
funds from other categories into the wel- 
fare rent budget. The board also ap- 
proved an adjustment to Increase both 
the food and rent budgets for fiscal 1974- 
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75 to $40,000 each, up $18,000 in the rent 
category and $15,000 for food. 


The budget originally specified a total 


general assistance budget of $78,400. In 
the last seven months, however, more 
than $43,000 has been spent and township 
officials feared funds would be exhausted 
before the end of the fiscal year in April. 


To date, both rent expenditures have 


averaged about $2,000 per month, Richard 
Hall, township supervisor, said. 


Hall added that the economic outlook 


for the next five months Indicates the 
strain on the general assistance budget is 
likely to continue, with monthly ex- 
penditure averages expected to exceed 
figures for fiscal 1973-74. 


"We foresaw some of this with the 


economy last year, and budgeted accord- 
ingly for increases, but even our figures 
were conservative," Hall said. 


If it becomes necessary to add more 


funds to the general assistance budget 
later, Hall said the monies can be trans- 
ferred without new taxes.

"There are thousands of toys — 


games, dolls, models and crafts, but 
the best seller for Christmas this 
year is the Brunswick Air Hockey 
game. 


The tabletop hockey game, manu- 


factured by Aurora, Is followed close- 
ly by Planet of the Apes, Evel Knie- 
vel and Batman dolls, which come 
complete with outfits and gear for 
their adventures. 


Area store managers have tried 


to keep up with the demand for these 
items, but shoppers are buying faster 
than the toys can be supplied 


"The Brunswick Air Hockey game 


is the No. 1 game this year," said 
Jerry Rutherford, manager of Osco 
Drug Store, 122 N. Vail, Arlington 
Heights. "But they are almost as 
hard to get as hen's teeth." 


THE GAME, which retails for $50, 


is described by its manufacturer as 
"the fastest game on air." It carries 
an electric motor which "pushes air 
through 1,000 holes so the puck can 
float and travel friction free." 


Rutherford said the store already 


sold about ISO air hockey games and 
more than 50 persons are on a wait- 
ing list for the next shipment. "I 
could sell a hundred of them if I had 
them," he said. 


People have come from Chicago 


and other, suburbs to the Osco store 


in hopes of buying the game for their 
children. "When they discovered we 
had some,'they just about kissed 
us," Rutherford said. "It's unbe- 
lievable." 


Sears, Roebuck and Co. at Wood- 


field Shopping Center, Schaumburg, 
reported that Evel Knievel sets and 
the air hockey game were the two 
best sellers at the store: Both items 
are currently out of stock. 


THE BIGGEST items at the Mont- 


gomery Ward and Co. in Randhurst 
Shopping Center, Mount Prospect, is 
the Evel Knievel doll, which can be 
purchased at most stores for under 
$10, said Jim Schumacher, manager 
of the toy department. 


"It comes with the doll and stunt 


cycle. You shoot it off a ramp," he 
said. "This toy came out last year 
and it was popular then. We can't 
supply all the orders. We ran out of 
them a couple weeks ago." 


The air hockey game also Is a pop- 


ular Item at Ward's. "We sold about 
40 of those," Schumacher said. 


Air hockey games of all makes are 


popular this year, said John Grey, of 
customer relations at Toys 'R' Us, 
Inc., which has a store at 1111 E. 
Golf Rd., Schaumburg. 


The store has sold hundreds of 


them, Grey said, and the reordering 
is consistent. He added that the Evel 
Knievel line and Barbie's Townhouse 


by Mattel are other toys most sought 
after. 


"People buy because of all the ad- 


vertising on TV," Grey said. "There 
are values hi these items. Air hockey 
is a craze. It was what hula hoops 
were 10 years ago — faddish." 


The Toys 'R' Us store in Schaum- 


burg received a shipment of air 
hockey games Sunday, but they are 
going fast, said Chuck Broeker, one 
of the workers who keep the toy 
shelves supplied. 


"We had 50 come in on Saturday 


and they were gone by Sunday," he 
said. 


OTHER TOYS people look for are

Golfers using the Mount Prospect Park 


District's course in 1975 may be limited 
to 18 holes a day unless they pay extra. 


The park board's golf committee has 


recommended an extra charge to pre- 
vent an increase in the cost of a season 
pass. At least one park board member, 
however, is opposed to the action, saying 
the park district would be discouraging 
use of the course. 


Corar. Elmer Blasco called for the

Katherine Muller, Arlington Heights 


Park District vice president, has reacted 
critically to the village board's decision 
to give the cultural center site to the li- 
brary for a planned building addition. 


"It took the library three weeks to get 


the village to give up $200,000 worth of 
property. The park district has had a 
request for land dedication funds pending 
with the village Tor two years, and we 
haven't even got on.answer," she said. 


"My problem with the land dedication 


fund has nothing to do with the library. 
My concern basically is for the methods 
that were used." 


MRS. MULLER, who was asked for 


her reaction Tuesday, has been an out- 
spoken critic of the village's use of the 
land-dedication fund, money contributed 
by developers for public land purposes. 
The fund was used to purchase the for- 
mer cultural center site at 400 N. Dunton 
Ave. 


The park distrfct has requested 


$120,000 from the land dedication fund to 
buy additional park land. The request Is 
still pending with the village board's fi- 
nance committee. 


"We are land poor with virtually no 


chance of passing a land acquisition ref- 
erendum," said Mrs. Muller. "In making 
the decision to turn over the land, the 
question is whether the village addressed 
itself to what Is the paramount need." 


Mrs. Muller has accused the village of 


violating its own ordinance on cash con- 
tributions from developers because It 
used the bulk of the money to buy the 
cultural center site, rather than park or 
school sites uniquely attributable to a 
specific development. 


She also has charged Village Mgr. L. 


A. Hanson with attempting to deliber- 
ately deceive the public this summer on 
how land "dedication funds had been 
spent. Hanson said that the money was 
always spent In accord with the direction 
of Hie village board. 


Gianopulos said the youths working out 


of central Job banks, would perform

children. "When they discovered we 
had some, they just about kissed 
us," Rutherford said.

Township hikes welfare appropriation 


Growing welfare rolls In Elk Grove 


Township have prompted tho board of 
auditors to increase appropriations for. 
food and rent In the 1074-75 general assis- 
tance budget . 


The overage montly caseload for town? 


ship welfare has gone from 30 persons In 
1073 to 70 this ycr, Margaret Blaschkc, 
township welfare director, said. 


To meet the demands, the board Mon- 


day night approved a $4,000 transfer of 
funds from other categories into tho wel- 


fare rent budget. The board also ap- 
proved an adjustment to increase both 
the food and rent budgets for fiscal 1974- < 
75 to $40,000 each, up $18,000 in the rent 
category and $15,000 for food. 


The budget originally specif led'a total 


general assistance budget of $78,400. In 
the lost'seven months, however, more 
than $43,000 has been spent and township 
officials feared funds would be exhausted 
before the end of the fiscal year in April. 


To date, both rent expenditures have 


Village cannot block plan 
for Stonegate sideivalk 


averaged about $2,000.per month, Richard 
Hall, township supervisor, said. 


Hall added that the economic outlook 


for the next five months Indicates the 
strain on the general assistance budget Is 
likely to continue, with monthly ex- 
penditure averages expected to exceed 
figures for fiscal 1973-74. 


"We foresaw some of this with the 


economy last year, and budgeted accord- 
ingly for increases, but even our figures 
were conservative," Hall said. 


If It becomes necessary to add more 


funds to the general assistance budget 
later, Hall said the monies can be trans- 
ferred without new taxes. 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has told the president of the Stoncgate 
Assn. It cannot order the village's Board 
of Local Improvements to suspend Its 
plans for sidewalks along Windsor Drive. 


BOLI has scheduled on informal hear- 


ing Thursday night on its northeast-side 
sidewalk program, which includes Wind- 
sor Drive. 


Kurt A. Carlisle, 1101 E. Mayfalr Rd., 


appeared before tho village board Mon- 
day night to request that the informal 
hearing be postponed until a village 
board review of Arlington Heights side- 
walk policy is complete. A public hearing 
on the policy Is scheduled Jon. 8. 


BUT TOE TRUSTEES said it is not 


within their power to tell BOLI not to go 
ahead with tho Informal hearing and sug- 
gested that Carlisle present his request 
to BOLI Prcs. David Patterson. 


"BOLI members do not live in another 


town. They've got to know what's going 
on," said Trustee Alice Harms, chair- 
man of the public health and safety com- 
mittee which will review the sidewalk 
policy. 


The policy requires sidewalks on prop- 


erties within a half mllo of schools and 
parks and In areas where 50 per cent of 
the homes already have sidewalks. One 
section of the policy has been interpreted 
In the past as exempting several areas of 
tho village, including Scarsdale, Sher- 
wood and Stonegate, from tho sidewalk 
requirement. 


CARLISLE SAID that BOLI's an- 


nounced plan to install sidewalks along 
Windsor Drive by special assessment has 
"embittered" Stonegato residents. Ho 
said he wrote to Patterson Dec. 5 asking 
for postponement of tho informal hear- 
ing, but had not received a reply. Car- 
lisle said he would attempt to talk to 
Patterson about Thursday night's Infor- 


mal hearing. Patterson could not be 
reached for comment Tuesday. 


An informal hearing is not required by 


state law in special assessment proceed- 
ings. However Arlington Heights' BOLI 
traditionally uses the informal hearing to 
explain its plans and get the reactions of 
residents. 


Trustee Russoll H. Colvln, past presi- 


dent and 15-year member of BOLI,-said 
tho village has only two controls1 over 
BOLI according to state law. Village 
trustees must accept or reject special as- 
sessment projects when formally pre- 
sented by BOLI. They also have the pow- 
er to appoint or remove BOLI members, 
Colvin said. 


"We 'just really do not have the power 


to do what you're asking us to do," he 
told Carlisle. 


CARLISLE SAID he thought that after 


the village board decided Dec. 2 to re- 
view Its 1966 sidewalk policy, BOLI 
would have voluntarily deferred the in- 
formal hearing. But residents received 
notice of the meeting last week, he said. 


Other trustees said that even if the in- 


formal hearing is held as scheduled, ,no 
sidewalk special assessments will be ap- 
proved until after the policy is reviewed. 


"I think it's taken for granted that no 


action will be token on this matter until 
the board of trustees resolves it," said 
Trustee J. Burton Thompson. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier said BOLI 


should not set an early deadline for resi- 
dents to put up a deposit on sidewalk 
installation. "The outcome of the review 
should come before money is put up," he 
said. 


Palmatier proposed a one to two year 


moratorium Dec. 2 on sidewalk special 
assessments. He blamed tho wide-spread 
opposition of residents to the sidewalk 
plan on tho present economic recession.
